NATO ponders anti-Kremlin moves

Moslem insurgents and dissident Af¬ 
ghan army soldiers were reported Tuesday 
still fighting Soviet troops in the rugged 
Afghanistan countryside. 

The United States and its NATO allies, 
meanwhile, pressed a diplomatic offensive 
against Kremlin domination of Its Mos¬ 
lem neighbor. A boycott of the Olympic 
Games in Moscow this summer was among 
the proposed responses. 

Soviet forces reoccupied a post in Ba- 
dakshan province near the Chinese-Afgh- 
anistan border after 90 hours of fighting 
with heavy casualties on both sides, a cor¬ 


respondent for the Pakistan newspaper 
Jang reported. 

The newspaper said the rebel lead¬ 
ership issued a news release saying Soviet 
military planes dropped napalm, killing 
women and children. The locations of 
the alleged raids were not given. 

The newspaper said Moslem rebels 
claimed to have captured another mili¬ 
tary base at Pakan Serai after a three-day 
battle in which a brigadier-general and 
nine other Afghan army officers desert¬ 
ed to the rebel forces. 

Soviet troops and Afghan army forces 
also fought each other at Merikot, wjiich 


had been surrounded by Moslem rebels, 
Jang reported. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
ended a meeting in Brussels vowing to 
study a number of retaliatory measures 
against the Soviet Union for sending thou¬ 
sands of troops into Afghanistan to sup¬ 
press Moslem insurgents trying to over¬ 
throw Marxist rule. 

A source said the NATO diplomats ' in¬ 
dicated a strong sense of solidarity” in 
their effort to come up with a “credible, 
firm response" to Moscow’s actions, and 
that the Olympic Games boycott and a 
cut in Western commercial credits to 


the Soviet Union are being studied. No 
decision was made on any measure, the 
source said. 

Diplonfnis in Brussels said NATO might 
also consider increased arms sales to Paki¬ 
stan, whose Moslem government has ex¬ 
pressed grave fears about the Soviet pres¬ 
ence in neighboring Afghanistan. Revised 
troop estimates placed 40,000 troops in 
the country, a Western diplomatic source 
said. , 

The Soviet army, said to have suffered 
250 casualties during last Thursday's coup 
overthrowing the Kabul government of 
President Hafizullah Amin, is spreading

‘Have a nice day 9 
high on hit list 

SAUI/r STE. MARIE, Mich. (UPI) — 
“Have a nice day,” and “You know" begin 
the 1980 Dishonor List of Words Banished 
from the Queen's English by the Unicom 
Hunters of Lake Superior State College. 

In their sixth year of banning words, the Unicom 
Hunters—a group of writers, artists, poets and 
other language purists at the college—received 
more than 2,000 letters of nomination from around 
the country. 

"Have a nice day” and “You know”—dubbed 
the "scourges of the 70s” by the Unicom Hunters— 
were most often cited for dishonor and banish¬ 
ment. . 

The Unicom Hunters warned telephone opera¬ 
tors in particular to avoid saying "Have a nice day" 
unless they are certain their customers are not 
calling morticians, hospitals or airline offices to 
eneck casualty lists. 

Here are some of the other words and phVases 
banished in 1980: 

• "Ballpark figure" as a substitute for “ap¬ 
proximately" because the phrase "does a disservice 
to a sport which, above all others, maintains accu¬ 
rate statistics ad nauseum." 

• "It’s the pits" because Jeffery Pittz of Bel¬ 
mont, Wis., says pits are not necessarily bad 
places. 

• “In the time frame of . . .” as a replacement 
for "point of lime." 

• “In the public interest” because the phrase 
frequently is used by people who don’t have the 
public interest in qnind. 

• "Surely if we can send a man to the moon we 
can. . . ” because it is an “an overworked 
phrase.” 

• “No problem" because when someone says 
this, there almost always is a problem involved. 

. • “Pre-boarding,” a phrase used by some air¬ 

lines, because “llbw can you board an airplane 
before you board it?” 

• "The Athens of the. . .’’ because the phrase Is 
used to describe almost any town big enough to have 
its own marching band. 

• "Podium,” something a speaker stands on, 
when used in place \>f “lectern,” something a 
speaker stands behind. 


Trawler crews on strike 


ST. JOHN’S, NFLD. (CP) — Crews 
of 79 deepsea trawlers operated by six 
major Newfoundland fish companies 
Went on strike today to back demands 
for a new two>year contract. (See ear¬ 
lier story page 32). 

Richard Cashin, president of the 
Newfoundland Fishermen, Food and 
Allied Workers Union, said Tuesday 
night there had been no new develop¬ 
ments or offers from the companies. 
Negotiations broke down Dec. 21. 

It was reported that negotiations 
would resume here next Tuesday. 

The vessels were to start returning 
to the fishing grounds today following 
the Christmas holiday period. 

The companies, with plants in II 
ports in Newfoundland, have offered 


the 1,500 trawlermen an 12 per cent 
increase over two years. The union 
wants 11 per cent in each year of a 
two-year contract. The last contract 
expired Oct. 31. 

Fisheries Products £,td. owns and 
operates 39 of the vessels, the Lake 
Group has 28 stern trawlers and Na¬ 
tional Sea Products Ltd, 12. 

Meanwhile, 40 deepsea trawlers re¬ 
mained tied up-in Nova Scotia ports 
today threatening large layoffs in fish 
plants by the end of this week. 

Skippers of the vessels arc protest¬ 
ing federal quotas for haddock, cod 
and pollock which they say are inade¬ 
quate. 

A spokesman for the skippers said 
Monday the trawler’s share of the Gulf 


of St. Lawrence fishery had been re¬ 
duced to 14 per cent from 32 per cent 
since 1977. 

If the 1980 quotas remain in effect, 
he said, the offshore fishery would be 
reduced from a year-round operation 
to a 10 month fishery. 

But D. A. (Sandy) MacLean.cNova 
Scotia’s deputy fisheries minister, 
said the skippers should have re¬ 
mained at work while working out 
their differences with the govern¬ 
ment. 

“I don’t know why they’re so uptight 
at this time of year," he said, adding 
he was concerned about the figures the 
captains were using to support their 
arguments.

The tragedy began early 
Tuesday morning after fir 
tree branches decorating the 
walls of the hall began-burn¬ 
ing. Witnesses reported see¬ 
ing one reveller showing off 
his new cigarette lighter by 
trying to set fire to the 
Christmas tree just before 
the blaze started. 

Norman Bedard, who 
works for Falconbridge Cop¬ 
per of Toronto, the town’s 
principal employer which 
sponsored the ill-fated party, 
said when the fire first start¬ 
ed, people didn't take it seri¬ 
ously and kept on dancing. 
But panic set in shortly 
after. 

People escaping from the 
building “were like walk¬ 
ing torches as their nylon 
clothing burned,” he said. 

Those who did get out were 
faced with bitter cold tem¬ 
peratures— about -20C—and 
half a metre of snow. 

Bedard said many of the 
injuries resulted from burn¬ 
ing fir branches that deco¬ 
rated the hall's ceiling and 
which fell to (he ground. The 
branches had been hanging 
for about three weeks and 
were very dry.

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Pope condemns 
missile buildup 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — 
Pope John Paul on Tuesday 
condemned the reported 
buildup of sophisticated mis 
sfles in Europe and warned 

- of the “terrible nightmare” 
of nuclear war. 

In his strongest criticism 
to date of the missiles, the 
pope said the recent decision 
"to pile up many means of 
destruction in the cradle of 
civilization has forced the 
people to look toward the 
future with adxiety.” 

“They (means of destruc¬ 
tion) could destroy the fruits 
of litis rich civilization. . . 
reducing cities and villages 
to a pile of rubble,’’ he 
said. 

Although he did not make 
any specific reference to 
countries, Vatican sources 
said the pontiff probably re¬ 
ferred to both a reported 

- Soviet missile buildup and a 
corresponding decision by 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to go ahead 
with a modernized nuclear 
missile system in Western 
Europe. 

The pope spelled out- 


quoting unnamed scientists 
—the “immcfliate and terri¬ 
ble consequences” of nu¬ 
clear war which, he said, 
could wipe out 50 million to 
200 million people and cause 
genetic mutations. 

He told an audience of 20,- 
000 faithful at a New Year's 
mass at St. Peter’s Basilica 


that "the people around the 
world must be told of the 
terrible nightmare a nuclear 
war can bring." 

Two hundred of more than 
50,000 nuclear bombs exist¬ 
ing in the world today would 
be sufficient to destroy most 
major cities around the 
globe, he said. 


Revellers run riot 
from Reno casinos 

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Thousands of revellers streamed 
out of downtown casinos to celebrate New Year's Eve, then 
ran amok for three hours early Tuesday, stoning policemen 
and smashing store windows. Police used tear gas to 
disperse the mob and detained 100 people. 

One man was seriously injured as the mob rampaged 
through several blocks around the downtown’s glittering 
casinos early Tuesday. 

"They just went crazy,” said Dennis Mack, manager of a 
pawn shop that was looted of *20,000 worth of goods. "They - 
were acting like animals. After they came into the store and 
took the things, they went upstairs and broke all my windows 
up there. That's how I knew they were nuts.” 



CHAPAIS, Que. (CP) — 
"It looked like he had been 
burned alive when he walked 
in. There was not much skin 
left on his body and his 
clothes were still on fire." 

There was still a note of 
disbelief in the voice of hotel 
owner Bernard Coulombe as 
he described the frantic 
scene when victims suddenly 
began streaming in after a 
fire at a nearby reception 
hall that killed at least 42 
people attending a New 
Year's Eve party. 

"When the man stumbled 
in. somebody started ripping 
away the burning clothes 
and I put out the flames with 
my hands.” said Coulombe 
in an interview. "What skin 
was left was hanging from 
his body and all his hair had 
been burned off, leaving him 
bald. 

"I asked if he could see 
and he said he could see a 
little bit. Somebody said 
later that his eyes were 
white. 

“I told everybody not to 
touch him and wrapped him 
up in a blanket, then I called 
for an ambulance." 

Coulombe, owner of the 
Hotel du Mont Springer 
which is 100 metres from the 
scene of the fire, said the 
man—said to be in serious 
“condition in hospital—was 
the husband of an employee 
at his hotel. 

"When this happened, she 
left with her husband to take 
care of him. It was only

U.K. troops slay 
seven guerrillas 


SALISBURY (AP) — The 
British governor sent Rho¬ 
desian security forces into 
action Tuesday, ordering 
them to pursue a band of 
black guerrillas that had at¬ 
tacked a white-owned farm 
on the fourth day of the 
ceasefire in Rhodesia. 

In the first major clash of 
the truce, security forces 
tracked down 10 guerrillas 
who had been driven from 
the farm by the owner, and 
killed seven of the black na¬ 
tionalists in two skirmishos. 
a British spokesman said. 

Under the provisions of the 
peace settlement worked out 
in Lundon to lead to elections 


and legal independence for 
Rhodesia from Britain, Pa¬ 
triotic Front guerrillas have 
until midnight Jan. 4 to as¬ 
semble at 16 locations. 

After the deadline, any 
armed men in the field will 
be considered outlaws and 
may be pursued by any 
forces, Rhodesian or Patri¬ 
otic Front, at the disposal of 
the temporary governor, 
Lord Soames. 

The military command 
here reported numerous 
cases of criminal and other 
hostile acts directed against 
the civilian population. 

The command said a 
woman died when her car hit 
a land mine and a man was 


abducted by a group of guer- 
rillas loyal to Joshua 
Nkomo's Zambia-based fac¬ 
tion of the Patriotic Front— 
the Zimbabwe African Peo¬ 
ple’s Union. 

But British authorities re 
mained optimistic that vio¬ 
lence would begin to ebb and 
that more guerrillas woul 
dreport to their designated 
assembly points. To date, an 
estimated 3,000 guerrillas 
have reported to various 
points and another few thou¬ 
sand are apparently at¬ 
tempting to assemble in a 
group before moving to de¬ 
signated monitoring loca¬ 
tions.

“It's not like an airplane 
crash," he said. 

Spokesmen for Falcon- 
bridge Copper Ltd. of Toron¬ 
to, the chief employer in 
Chapais and owner of the 
Opemlska Club, said about 
350 people were in the small 
hall which had been taken 
over by a local service club 
for the party. Chapais counts 
3,000 residents and is about 
500 kilometres north of Mon¬ 
treal. 

Police set up a control 
centre in nearby Chibouga- 
mau and needed radio-tele¬ 
phones to communicate be¬ 
cause telephone lines to 
Chapais were jammed. Fire 
commissioner Cyrille De 
lage and provincial patholo¬ 
gist Richard Authier said 
they would start their in¬ 
vestigation today. 


Carter keeps 
S.A.L.T. heat 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
U.S. President Carter will 
seek Senate ratification of 
the S.A.L.T. II treaty this 
year despite new obstacles 
resulting from the Soviet 
Union’s military interven¬ 
tion in Afghanistan, a White 
House aide said Tuesday. 

The aide said Carter's po¬ 
sition was unchanged on (he 
strategic arms limitation 
pact. 

“Our position remains the 
same,” he said. 

“We believe we’re better 
off with a S.A.L.T. treaty- 
than not. It is not a.favor to 
the Soviet Union, nor is it 
based on trust." 

Explaining Carter's view¬ 
point. the aide said: "The 
president believes the 
S.A.L.T. treaty should be ra¬ 
tified and is in the best inter-

"The policeman on the 
phone said he'd come down 
to the hall and take a look at 
the fire. I told him he should 
get the firemen to come right 
away because the fire was 
already quite advanced and 
there were still people in¬ 
side. 

“Half an hoiir later, the 
firemen arrived and started 
pumping water onto the fire.

He said there were reports 
of clashes between Afghanis 
and Soviet troops in the pro¬ 
vincial capitals of Kanda¬ 
har, 440 kilometres south¬ 
west of Kabul, and 
Jalalabad, 120 kilometres 
east of the Afghan capital. 

There also were reports of 
resistance in Herat, 640 kilo¬ 
metres west of the capital, 
but the source said the city 
was soon put under Soviet 
control. Herat was the scene 
of a bloody uprising last 
March in which at least 60 
Soviet troops were slain. 

Some machine-gun-fire 
was also reported in Kabul, 
but the Soviet troops patrol¬ 
ling the streets are still firm¬ 
ly in control of the city, the 
sources said. Most of the 
troops, reported to have ar¬ 
rived last Wednesday, took 
part in the overthrow of the 
Communist Amin govern¬ 
ment and replaced it with 
a regime headed by Babrak 
Karmal, described by insur¬ 
gents as a “puppet” of Mos¬ 
cow. Amin was reported ex¬ 
ecuted. 

The Soviet Union has said 
it was invited into Afghanis¬ 
tan country by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Diplomats said Tuesday’s 
NATO meeting produced a 
consensus that the allies 
take the Soviet-backed coup 
as “extremely serious." 

Warren Christopher, U.S. 
state undersecretary, char¬ 
acterized the Soviet inter¬ 
vention as a “brutal inva- 
sion,” and NATO 
Secretary-General Joseph 
Luns said: "More than ever 
solidarity and unity of pur¬ 
pose and decision between 
the allies is imperative."

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Major earthquake rocks Azores; 26 dead 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — A mighty earthquake reg¬ 
istering 7 on the Richter scale rocked the volcanic mid-At¬ 
lantic Azores islands Tuesday, killing at least 26 people,- 
injuring more than 300 others and severing communica¬ 
tions. 

U.S. Air Force medical teams from Lajes base, who 
rushed to aid at local hospitals, reported 26 confirmed 
dead and some 300 Portuguese nationals injured. 

National television reported that the powerful jolt 
struck in mid-aUernoon and opened cracks on the tarmac of 


the U.S. base on Terceira island that houses 1,700 U.S. 
servicemen and their 2,000 dependents. There were no 
American casualties. 

The medical teams described damage at the base 
as "minor” and said air force helicopters searched the 
volcanic chain for victims. 

The national news agency ANOP quoted the seismo¬ 
graphs centre in Golden, Colo, as registering the shock at 7 
on the open-ended Richter scale with its epicentre about 72 
miles north of Terceira. 

ANOP said the New Year's Day quake, located along the. 


great submarine fault joining the North ahd South At¬ 
lantic, was the first in the vicinity of the Azores to at¬ 
tain such a high Richter reading in 20 years. 

A regional government spokesman in Ponta Delga- 
da, capital of the nine-island chain of 300,000 people, said 
it was "impossiblc” 4 to estimate the extent of dam¬ 
age or the number of casualties because all inter-island 
communications were knocked out. 

National radio reported that "buildings, monuments 
—especially churches—and houses” were severely dam¬ 
aged on Terceira. about 1,600 kilometres west of Lisbon, und 


Portugese television said at least 60 per cent of the is¬ 
land's villages were damaged. 

A television broadcast said earlier many children were 
taken to hospitals on Sao Jorge island when peasant 
cottages collapsed. 

A regional government spokesman said communi¬ 
cations, electricity and water systems were knocked out on 
Terceira and telephone company officials in Lisbon said they 
had contact only with the main island, Sao Miguel. 

Besides Terceira, the neighboring islands of Sao Jorge 
and Graciosa, totally cut off, were also badly struck.

Chrysler pact 
‘in a few days’ 


DETROIT (UPI) -s A top 
United Auto Workers union 
official says the union could 
reach agreement on a dew, 
sealed-down contract with 
Chrysler Corp. "in a matter 
of a few days" with ratifica 
"lion completed by Jan. 20 if 
all,goes well. 

UAW negotiators planned 
to meet today to decide how 
they will cut nearly $260 
million from the three-year 
contract reached with 
Chrysler in 1979. Negotia¬ 
tions to reopen the contract 
could begin as early as 
Thursday. 

"It will depend on how 
much time we need to fash¬ 
ion a new proposal that will 
comply with the require¬ 
ments placed on us by the 
Chrysler aid legislation," 
said UAW Vice President 
Marc Stepp, director of the 


union's Chrysler depart 

ment. 

Stepp met with his chief 
staff aides Monday to dis¬ 
cuss possible contract con¬ 
cessions. Under the $3.5 bil 
lion Chrysler aid package 
passed by Congress last 
month, the UAW must rene¬ 
gotiate with Chrysler on an 
additional $259.9 million in 
concessions. 

Those concessions will be 
in addition to provisions in 
the current UAW contract 
with Chrysler which saved 
the ailing automaker about 
$203 million when compared 
with the economic pattern at 
Ford Motor Co. and General 
Motors Corp. 

Stepp said the union's 13- 
member bargaining comit- 
tee would meet this after¬ 
noon to "start fashioning a 
proposal to present to 
Chrysler."

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Thick fog blanketing the 
Golden Gate prevented the Coast Guard from removing 35 
tons of dangerous chlorine gas Tuesday from a barge 
beached on the rocky Pacific coast. 

Winter fog reduced visibility below 50 feel, making any 
approach to the stricken barge Agattu too hazardous 
to undertake. The 100-foot vessel was stuck among the 
rocks just north of the Golden Gate Bridge. 

"Right now we are waiting for the weather to clear," a 
Coast Guard spokesman said at mid-morning. 

The Coast Guard planned to remove the dangerous 
cargo of chlorine from the harge by helicopter, lifting 
each of the 35 one-ton containers from the deck of the 
vessel to a safe place on land. 

The Agaflu was resting firmly on the beach but had 
apparently suffered heavy hull damage from - the bat¬ 
tering it took in a series of squalls moving in on the 
coast from the Pacific. 

Another barge, the 336-foot Kuna, also drifted into the 
rocky graveyard of ships north of the Golden Gale and 
broke in half, spilling its cargo.of lumber, pipe and 
other goods into the surf. 

The two barges were being towed through the rough 
waters outside the bay early Monday, enroule to Hawaii, 
when they broke loose from their lug, the Sentinel. 


The Coast Guard and several civilian tugs, fighting 
25-foot waves and 30-kn'ot winds, failed in efforts to 
restore tow-lines to the unmanned barges. 

When it was learned the Agattu carried a huge quail 
tity of chlorine gas and other chemicals, including explo- , 
sives, emergency officials prepared to move quickly to I 
evacuate residents from nearby areas of Marin Coun¬ 
ty. 

A few visitors hiking in the Marin Headlands area of 
Golden Gate National Recreation Area were sent home 
and the park was closed. Military personnel at Fort 
Barry, an army outpost on the beach, were told to be 
ready to leave on five minutes notice. 

When winds diminished early Tuesday. Ihe Coast 
Guard determined that the containers of chlorine ap¬ 
peared to be still secure on the deck of the barge. 

Among debris and cargo washed ashore from the 
Agattu and the Kona was a container of nitro carboni- 
trate, an explosive chemical used in the manufacture of 
fertilizer. 

The Coast Guard called in experts from Dow Chemical 
Co., and a spokesman said early Tuesday that the ex¬ 
plosive had been thoroughly saturated in the water and 
"it would lake somebody with a lot of blasting caps" to 
set it off.

Look northward, 

~ Ayatollah 

THE Ahl’GRY demonstration and flag-burning 
outside the Soviet embassy in Tehran on New 
Year’s Day perhaps indicates a belated 
awareness that at least some of the hostility 
whipped up by Ayatollah Khomeini’s fanatics 
in the past two months has been misdirect¬ 
ed. 

Ever since the American hostages were 
seized Nov. 4, television viewers around the 
world have been presented with daily pictures 
of Iranian mobs shouting “Death to Carter,’’ 
“America is our enemy” and similar hate- 
filled refrains. The ayatollah has lost no 
opportunity to inflame the passion, with calls 
for national mobilization and statements that 
his countrymen should regard themselves as 
being in a state of war with the United 
States. 

Poor, misguided sap. Instead of brandish¬ 
ing his fist at points west he should have been 
looking fearfully to the east (Afghanistan) 
and north (the Soviet Union). 

Last week’s'Soviet invasion of Afghanis¬ 
tan, which prompted the demonstration in 
Tehran on Monday by thousands of Afghan 
residents of Iran, effectively creates on Iran’s 
border a Soviet satellite state — as firmly 
ruled from Moscow as those in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. Even before the invasion the Soviet 
Union had an agreement to build air bases in 
Afghanistan, and it is a reasonable assump¬ 
tion that these pre planned with a view to 
eventual offensives against Iran, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and other Persian Gulf states — which 
would cut off the vital oil supply lines of North 
America and Western Europe. 

If Ayatollah Khomeini continues ignoring 
this very real threat in his obsessive determi¬ 
nation to humiliate the U.S. and defy world 
opinion, he may well be ensuring that his 
weakened country is the next to fall under the 
Kremlin's heel.

America: from arrogance to pride 


WASHINGTON - American/ 
watched the Stars and Stripes grow 
rather tattered in the early seventies 
— and by the end of the decade were 
seeing their flag publicly burnt. 

What was supposed to havet>een a 
period of quiet transition, in which the 
dreams of the optimistic sixties came 
to fruition, proved one of thg most 
turbulent, disruptive and demoraliz¬ 
ing periods in recent American his¬ 
tory. The country has entered the 
eighties chastened and matured — 
awakened, at last, to the limits of 
American power. 

The Iranian crisis which brittees 
the two decades has distilled a timely 
new national consensus. It is not so 
much anti-Communist, anti-OPEC or 
anti-anythiog as pro-American. Uncle 
Sam will assuredly be flexing his 
muscles in the 1980s, but he will wish to 
be seen doing so by purely peaceful 
means. 

A striking series of end-of-decade 
polls showed more Americans seeking 
increased defence spending than at 
any time in 18 years. A solid 63 per 
cent, however, were against military 
intervention under any circumstances 
except a direct attack oil ’the United 
States. The figure held good at the 
height of public anger over the Tehran ' 
siege. 

This is predominantly, of course, 
the legacy of Vietnam. American self- 
confidence was as troubled as its con-

science by that humiliating defeat. 
The subsequent agony of Cambodia,” 
only recently understood in its full 
horror, has sharpened the national 
resolve against interventionism. 

But the decade provided domestic 
upheavals of equal consequence. Wa¬ 
tergate left many national institutions, 
above all the presidency, enfeebled. A 
series of scandals shook public confi¬ 
dence in Congress, which by the end of 
the decade was perceived as "do-noth¬ 
ing, good-for-nothing.” 

The failing economy frayed the 
American dream. Seemingly inde¬ 
structible American companies and 
cities - Lockheed, Chrysler, New York, 
Cleveland - teetered on the edge of 
bankruptcy. Twin-digit inflation, a 
helpless reliance on foreign oil, an 
election-year recession — all contri¬ 
buted to an unprecedented feeling that 
American children were not assured a 
better life than their parents. 

With 4he dollar allowed to float, 
mostly in the wrong direction, Ameri¬ 
ca spent its 200th birthday realizing it 
could no longer dominate, or in some 
cases even Influence, events around 
the world.

Sipping that bottled water 
, is just a social conceit 



TORONTO — if you could 
gel wine out of taps from a 
public utility, would you buy 
it in bottles 
from retail 
establish¬ 
ments? This 
isthe kind of 
unreasoning 
question 
prompted by 
the newly- 
acquired 
proclivity of 
fashionable 
people for 
buying bottled drinking 
water. 

Until very recently-, people 
of all classes and levels of 
society were content to take 
their water as they found it 
from taps, and either con¬ 
sumed it in unadulterated 
form, or mixed it with bever¬ 
ages or flavoring agents. 
Some people, mindful of the 
close association of water 
with bathing and outdoor 
recreation, chose not to 
drink it at all, preferring 
more flavorsome bever¬ 
ages. 

This was a time-honored 
tradition which was not at¬ 
tended by burdensome, or 
even discernible, hardship. 
People in families of high 
income, and individuals w ith 
aspirations of social ad¬ 
vancement, were not self- 
conscious about taking 
water discharged by an un¬ 
prepossessing tap. 

But conditions have 
changed. People with pre-

tensions to good form and a 
higher kind of idealism now 
buy their drinking water by 
the bottle from the better 
grocery emporiums and su¬ 
permarkets. 

Selling water in bottles has 
most of the improbable char¬ 
acteristics of selling moun¬ 
tain air in cans. The concept 
of bottled water Is based on 
the social conceit that It is 
ineffably boorish to take in¬ 
ternally the same substance 
from the same source which 
you use to wast^your feet. 

One of the mysterious as¬ 
pects of bottled drinking 
w ater consists of the bubbles 
it harbors. There is strong 
division of informed opinion 
as to the sources of these 
bubbles. Some observers say 
that they are the products of 
decaying animal matter left 
suspended in water at the 
bottoms of caves in prehis¬ 
toric times. There Is some 
speculation that they are the 
products of disintegrating 
rock formations ’ or derive 
from underground hot 
springs. 

Bottled water introduces 
the glittering concept of 
water as a flavored bever¬ 
age. Heretofore, people have 
ingested water as a means of 
overcoming thirst or clear¬ 
ing their mouths of lingering 
tastes. Water has dispelled 
the feeling of dryness in the 


mouth and lubricated the 
throat. 

These are all estimable 
reasons for consuming 
water, but It stretches the 
imagination to conceive of 
water as something to be 
consumed for its taste alone. 
Some people, by buying bot¬ 
tled water, have indicated 
that they are capable of the 
imaginative effort. 

Water in nature has an 
abundance which makes 
buying it in small quantities 
a laughable enterprise. It 
falls from the heavens like 
the gentle dew and runs un¬ 
bidden along the street gut¬ 
ters. 

Water is a flowing com¬ 
modity, which must gurgle 
and splutter through 
meadows, fields and copper 
pipes and should not be left 
to stand inert in containers 
for extended periods. Its 
richness of character is best 
expressed in movement and 
confining it in bottles is an 
act of cruelty against one of 
the prime natural forces of 
the universe. 

Most of the bottled water 
sold comes from European 
nations like France and its 
superiority over the compar 
able commodity available 
from local utilities is not 
manifest to all observers. 

The drinking of water as 
an aesthetic experience is 
likely to be a short-lived 
vogue. But optimistic fore¬ 
casts have been wrong be¬ 
fore.

It needed an Iran to crystallize 
America’s sense of lost direction, and 
to indicate a new one. Coming, as it 
did, during the prolonged debate over 
strategic arms limitation, it shar¬ 
pened the focus of a long bout of intro¬ 
spection. However it is resolved, even 
if it ends in tragedy, it offers hope for 
the 1980s. 

The early 1980s will see United 
States defence spending increased by 
as much as 4 per cent a year. Presi¬ 
dent Carter's role in this has more to 
do with politics than philosophy. But it 
is designed, as the majority of the 
nation wishes, to assist the passage of 
the Strategic Arms Treaty and pave 
the way to Salt 3. 

Ideologues across the political 
spectrum, from Senator McGovern to 
Senator Moynihan, perceive and de¬ 
plore a dark irony: that the price of 
arms limitation is a steady increase in 
arms spending. But in the 1980s, 
America has perceived, the word war 
will have more to do with economics 
than with military might. 

It took Iran to galvanize Congress 
into action on the windfall profits tax 


and other fundamentals of the presi¬ 
dent's emergency program. Never had 
the country been offered so stark an 
illustration of its dependence on the 
oil-rich world, both politically and eco¬ 
nomically, and its powerlessness to 
call the shots. 

U.S. emissaries, meanwhile, toured 
military bases within striding distance 
of the Middle East, to enhance the 
country’s “rapid response” eapabil 
ity. The economic war will be fought 
against an ever more visible back¬ 
ground of military readiness. 

But “peaceful means” will be the 
keynote. Jimmy Carter’s proudest 
boast is that he Is the first president 
since the war not to have sent Ameri¬ 
cans to their deaths in combat. By 
doubling his approval rating during 
the Iran crisis, his countrymen have 
offered their endorsement. In ano&er 
recent poll. 49 per cent of Americans 
opposed military retaliation against 
Iran even if the hostages are 
harmed. 

The seventies taught America les¬ 
sons of which Iran is a short, sharp 
reminder, and an inducement to moral 
recovery. Economics, domestic as 
much as international, will now take a 
larger hand in foreign policy. The 
button will remain an ever-present 
force in the 1980s, but the presidential 
finger — whosesoever it is — will be 
stayed by America’s exchange of ar¬ 
rogance for pride. 


The town the Nazis erased 
lives on as Czech memorial 


LIDICE, Czechoslovakia 
— “Over there,” Marie Supi- 
kova said, pointing to the tall 
wooden cross with the halo of 
barbed wire that stands 
amid the- rolling hills. 
"That’s/Where IJ happened 

“They took the men out of 
the basement in groups of 
10. lined them up against the 
barn wall and shot (hem 
down! The Nazis had placed 
mattresses against the wall 
so their bullets wouldn't rico¬ 
chet.” 

Supikova, a frail, 47-year- 
old grandmother, is her im¬ 
mediate family’s sole survi¬ 
vor of one of Nazi Ger¬ 
many’s most infamous 
crimes during the Second 
World War—the destruction 
of Lidice (LEE-dcc-chay) 
and the slaughter or impris¬ 
onment of all 503 of its inhab¬ 
itants. 

The town was a victim of 
Nazi fury over the assassina¬ 
tion of one of Adolf Hitler’s 
top aides, Gen. Reinhard 
Heydrich, by Czech parti¬ 
sans on May 27, 1942. 

Lidice had nothing to do 
with Heydrich’s death, yet 
it was destroyed as a warn 
ing to all those who opposed 
their Nazi conquerors. 

Instead, as historian John 
Toland put it, "The eradica¬ 
tion of this obscure village 
not only aroused the disgust 
and indignation of the West¬ 
ern world, but rekindled the 
spirit of resistance within 
Czechoslovakia.” 

And the memory of the 
destruction of what had been 
a remote community of coal 
miners and iron workers is 
kept alive by the Czechoslo¬ 
vak government. It is a regu¬ 
lar stop on government-run 
lours. 

The wooden cross was 
erected »n the spot where all 
of Lidice’s 192 male inhabi 
tantx 15 years of age and 
older were killed, 15 days 
after Heydrich was fatplly 
wounded. 

The government has not 
rebuilt the town, for there 
was nothing left to rebuild. 
The Nazis destroyed all 105 
houses, churches, and other 
buildings With dynamite and 
fire. They then cleared away 
the rubble so that virtually 
no trace of Lidice re¬ 
mained. 

However, a new Lidice has 
risen on land overlooking the 
site of the old town, 10 miles 
northwest of Prague. The old 
site is now a park filled with 
rose gardens. 

“Groups of young Ger¬ 
mans come here from time 
to time to tend the rose 
beds,” Supikova, now a sec¬ 
retary to the district mayor, 
said. “They come to atone 
for what some of theif 
fathers had done here.” 

The man held chiefly re¬ 
sponsible for the destruc¬ 
tion of Lidice, Karl Hermann 
Erank, known as the Nazi 
“protector” for Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, was hanged in Prague 
on May 22, 1946, after being 
convicted by a Czech court of 
war crimes. Among the 8,000 
spectators at the hanging 
were some of the widows of 
Lidice. > 

Supikova and only a hand¬ 
ful of Lidice's original survi¬ 
vors remain. Most of the 
houses.'she said, have been 
spld to newcomers. The new¬ 
comers have no qualms 
about living in a town with 
such a grim past, for there is

a severe housing shortage in 
Czechoslovakia, and Li¬ 
dice's new houses are luxuri¬ 
ous by the country’s present 
standards. 

Heydrich was chief aide to 
SS leader Heinrich Himmler 
and, among many other 
duties, had been selected to 
carry out Hitler’s “final so¬ 
lution" — the extermination 
of Jews under Nazi control. 

Heydrich was also the 
overlord of the Nazi-con¬ 
quered Czech provinces of 
Bohemia and Moravia. His 
assassination was engineer¬ 
ed by the Czechoslovak gov¬ 
ernment in exile in London, 
but — ironically — not be¬ 
cause of his oppressive poli¬ 
cies. 

On the contrary. Accord¬ 
ing to Toland and other histo¬ 
rians, Heydrich “adopted 
the guise of benefactor” and 
undertook a number of mea¬ 
sures that were winning 
popular support among the 
Czechoslovaks. 

This, Toland wrote in his 
detailed biography of Hitler, 
spurred the exiled Czech 
government into action, 
"since it appeared that the 
population might passively 
accept domination by the 
Third Reich under such a 
benevolent despot.” 

'Heydrich was fatally 
wounded by a grenade 
thrown at his green Mer¬ 
cedes convertible by one of

I didn't know 
what had happened to my 
family until after the w^ir. 
The Germans had told'l« 
that our families had died 
natural deaths and that we 
were orphans who would be 
placed with German fami¬ 
lies.” 

Supikova spent four years 
with the German couple be¬ 
fore she was located by a 
relief agency and reunited 
with relatives in Czechoslo- • 
vakia. 

“We must never forget 
what had happened here," 
she said. "And 1 can help 
keep that memory alive."

OTTAWA — Has Auditor-General J. J. Macdon- 
ell’s spending gone out of control, in the way he says 
the government’s has? Has he lost a grip on 
expenditures, particularly for special accounting 
and consulting services where his costs have soared 
208 per cent in the last two years (from $2,473,773 in 
1976-77 to $7,643,119 in 1978-79)? 

There are those who say he has, citing the 
abrupt dismissal of accountants and consultants he 
had hired on contracts and an influx of other 
accounting heavies to his department for provincial 
governments and private enterprise. While this may 
not have cost him big bundles of extra money, it does 
look like the kind of administrative confusion he so 
loves to deplore. 

Macdonell acknowledges there has been some 
turmoil in his ranks brought on by all this move¬ 
ment. And this, he concedes, has played hob with his 
budgeting. 

At the same time, he Insists It’s all a necessary- 
part of converting the country to the “value-for- 
money" accounting system he cherishes, which 
shows citizens whether they are getting their 
money’s worth for their taxes. 

To get this system off the ground, Macdonell 
asked accounting firms to send him some of their 
bright, young lights to study under the guru, and 
help out as well. He would pay their wages and they 
would supplement his own staff and the people he 
had hired on contracts. 

Alas, he got a bigger response to his offer than 
he anticipated. 

He reckoned he would lure about 20 auditors 
from the private and provincial worlds, mainly 
young (inexpensive) types. But he forgot to pul a 
limit on it, and instead he got 50. including roughly 20 
partners in various accounting firms. 

And that, he says, meant he would have had to 
pay out a million or so big ones that he hadn't 
counted on. 

To keep things straight, he had to dump some of 
those already on contract. This, understandably, 
has upset some of them (and some of the firms, 
which also found out they were lending him people 
for the cost of their salaries when they could have 
been charging him professional fees for the services 
of their employees). 

This unhappiness has bred suggestions that 
Macdonell no longer has a grasp on his department’s 
spending that one might expect of the government’s 
financial watchdog. 

Macdonell acknowledges that he may have 
"cheesed off" some accounting firms, but insists it 


will all work out in the end. Accountants now under 
him will be able to spread the "value-for-money" 
gospel when they return to their private and provin¬ 
cial jobs. And everyone will benefit: 

Still, there is the matter of the unsettling effect 
all this has had on his own departmental financing, 
which leads one to ask again the old question: “Quis 
custodiet upso custodes.” 

Who guards the guardian? 

Each year, government employees smash thou¬ 
sands of dollars worth of trucks and ears (all 
uninsured), destroy property, steal, commit fraud 
and get themselves involved in costly accidents. 

The cost of these misdoings is financed from the 
federal treasury, and a detailed examination of the 
latest public account figures show the government 
was forced to spend $10,481,709 this year on damage 
rlaims. court awards and other unexpected pay¬ 
ments. 

Here are some of them: 

Agriculture department: $17,214 to Fenerty Ro¬ 
bertson and Co. for a purebred heifer that was 
injured and killed while "being unloaded" from an 
aircraft at Edmonton. , 

Parks department: $3,516 to Brian Cameron and 
the Elite Insurance Co. to cover damages for a fire 
started "while thawing pipes of a mobile trailer" 

owned by Cameron. 

RCMP: $521,999 for 96 car accidents Mounties 
got into. Also charged to the RCMP was $100 in 
compensation to a Herman Bokenfohr for damages 
to a “field of oats” and $366 to TAS Communications 
for "loss of a pageboy." the electronic, not the 
human, type. 

Urban Affairs: $1,000 to a Maria Savaria to 
settle a “misunderstanding" during a job inter¬ 
view. 

Solicitor-General's department: $547,558 tofour 
hotels in Toronto for rooms booked for a 1975 t N 
Congress on crime prevention that were never used. 
The conference was transferred to Geneva (be 
cause we disapproved of the presence of a I’LO 
delegation) at the request of the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment. 

In fairness, not all such payments are made to 
cover misdeeds. Some are made for the opposite 
reason. There is, for instance, the $5,(KHl paid to 
Tassoula Kariolou, widow of Andreas, following 
what is described as her husband's "heroic attempt 
to save the life of Sergeant Andre Dupont during 
which attempt Andreas Kariolou drowned . .

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So long to the Sad Seventies

For Canada's major stock 
markets, the bells of New 
Year's Eye signalled not cel¬ 
ebration but relief — relief 
that the Sad Seventies fin¬ 
ally are over. 

The Toronto, Montreal and 
Vancouver markets suf¬ 
fered through a depressing 
period for most of the dec¬ 
ade, the effects of which still 
linger despite a relatively 
strong performance in 1979. 

But market officials and 
analysts see hope for im¬ 
provement through the next 
decade. Indeed, some ana¬ 
lysts already are predicting 
the Roaring Eighties. 

For that prediction to 
come true, the markets will 
have to be released from 
economic burdens similar to 
those which staggered the 
markets after the buoyant 
early years of the '70s. 

The worst shock of the 
decade was the sudden 
muscle of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, which Jolted all of 
the W^tem economies by

imposing sharp increases in 
oil prices starting in 1973. 

In Canada, the economy 
turned down because of a 
drop in exports to the U.S. 
and a variety of other ail¬ 
ments. After 1973, real 
growth In the gross national 
product declined, industrial 
productivity fell, unemploy¬ 
ment worsened, capital 
spending was reduced and 
Canada's balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit became bloat¬ 
ed. 

CentraJ to the economic 
malaise was inflation, which 
increased alarmingly from 
1973 on. Manufacturing 
profits dropped in real terms 
because of the increased 
cost of replacing inven¬ 
tories, plant and equip¬ 
ment. 

Faith in the future of cor¬ 
porate prosperity, a Crucial 
driving force in stock mar¬ 
kets, wobbled. 

Robert Demers, president 
of the Montreal Stock Ex¬ 
change, said in an inter¬ 
view: “I think there was a 
clear Indication in 1973 that 
we were entering into a hard 
period. 

“The picture was that the 
good days were gone and the 
future looked grim. People 
did not foresee any appreci¬ 
able growth and became 
pessimistic about the future 
of Canadian companies and 
the economy in general.” 

To fight inflation, govern¬ 
ments tightened monetary 
policy and pushed up inter¬ 
est rales. Controls on in¬ 
creases in stock dividends 
were imposed as part of

the anti-inflation program in 
1975, adding to the bearish 
influence of the capital gains 
tax introduced in 1972. 

As the cumulative result 
of these influences, trading 
activity on the stock markets 
diminished. Many investors 
turned to fixed-income in¬ 
vestments such as bonds, 
finding better rates of return 
and less risk than the stock 
market offered. 

Stocks of natural resource 
producers suffered not only 
from the U.S. recession but 
from battles between the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments over taxation 
rights. 

These disputes, which 
lasted roughly from 1973 
through 1976, were particu¬ 
larly hard on the mining 
industry.

Distress in the mining in¬ 
dustry was a serious set¬ 
back to the Vancouver mar¬ 
ket. dominated by stocks of 
regional resource com¬ 
panies. Morale also slumped 
because the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party held power in 
British Columbia through 
the period of the taxation 
disputes. 

Bob Scott, president of the 
Vancouver exchange, re¬ 
called: 4 ^ 1969 and the early 
'70s, the average price of our 
shares, was $1.25 to $1.10. 
During the mid-'70s we were 
lucky if the average value 
per share was 65 cents.” 

No sooner did the gov¬ 
ernments settle their differ¬ 
ences and realign resource 
tax policies than the markets 
had a new fear to contend 
with — the election of the 
Parti Quebecois in Quebec in 
November, 1976. Fears that 
Quebec might separate from 
Canada preyed on the stock 
markets throughout 1977. 

Although consumer spend 
ing picked up in 1977 and 
Canada's trade balance im¬ 
proved. inflation continued 
high and increased produc¬ 
tion costs, labor disputes and 
rising unemployment dog¬ 
ged the markets. 

But in September, 1977, 
a major oil discovery was 
announced in the West Pem¬ 
bina area of Alberta. That 
marked the beginning of 
speculative fever in oil and 
gas stocks and gave a signifi¬ 
cant boost to market activ¬ 
ity. 

Early in 1978, the mar¬ 
kets began to climb steadily. 
A major impetus was the 
sharp devaluation of the Ca¬ 
nadian dollar, which made 
Canadian resources and 
products more competitive 
in world markets. 

Confidence also was boost¬ 
ed by the removcl of divi¬ 
dend controls and, in the 
budget of November, 1978, 
the enrichment of the tax 
credit for dividend income. 

Trading volumes picked 
up markedly in 1978. Foreign 
investors began coming into 
the markets, aware that if 
the Canadian dollar were to 
rebound, the value of their 
Canadian stocks would in¬ 
crease automatically rela¬ 
tive to foreign currencies. 

Oil and gas stocks con¬ 
tinued their upward push 
which gained extraordinary 
momentum in 1979. Excite¬ 
ment grew over exploration 
plays in Alberta, off the East 
Coast and in the Beaufort 
Sea. 

The election of, the fed¬ 
eral Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive government in the 
spring of 1979 heightened 
the markets' sense of an im¬ 
proved political climate. 
Leighton McCarthy, chair- 
ivPmsionMJTw ‘man of the Toronto Stock 
Exchange, said: "The big 
difference in the market 
from the mid '70s is the reali¬ 
zation by governments that 
they must permit business to 
make adequate profits and 
rates of return. 

"In the mid '70s you had 
governments talking about 
corporate ripoffs and impos¬ 
ing penalizing taxes on ex¬ 
tractive industries. 

“All this by and large has 
been removed and in its 
place has been put a se¬ 
ries of incentives for both 
extractive and manufactur¬ 
ing industries." 

Corporate activities also

pulse in 1979. Widely publi¬ 
cized takeovers provided a 
field day for speculators, 
many of whom reaped fat 
profits when new owners 
took control of Brascan Ltd., 
Hudson’s Bay Co. Ltd. and 
several large oil com¬ 
panies. 

The year-on-year gain in 
after-tax profits of indust¬ 
rial corporations was 52.9 
per cent in the first quarter, 
39 per cent in the second and 
10.1 per cent in the third. 

The markets shared in the 
growing corporate pros¬ 
perity. The TSE 300 index at 
Toronto, the major barome¬ 
ter of Canadian stock prices, 
stood at 1,813.37 on Dec. 31, 
up 38 per cent f rom the end ol 
1978. 

At Montreal, the compo¬ 
site index gained 30.1 per 
cent from the end of the year 
to 311.41 by Dec. 31. 

The Vancouver market 
lacks a composite index but 
prices climbed to an average 
of almost $2 a share. Volume 
of trading on the combined 
markets reached record an¬ 
nual levels, 912 million, com¬ 
pared to ti\e alltime previous 
high of 906 million, set in 
1972. The BCRIC issue was a 
major factor during 1979's 
performance. 

However, the U.S? is mov¬ 
ing again into a recession, 
which, though not expected 
to be as serious as that of 
1974-75,. already is hurting 
some sectors of the Cana¬ 
dian economy such as paper 
and forest products. 

Inflation continues to 
hover over the markets like 
a dark cloud. In early Octo¬ 
ber. a sudden steep jump in 
interest rates caused a pain¬ 
fully sharp market correc¬ 
tion — the so-cailed October 
Massacre. 

Analysts generally see the 
markets’ performance as an 
indication of underlying op¬ 
timism for the post-recess¬ 
ion period.

The consensus view was 
expressed by Leighton 
McCarthy of the Toronto ex¬ 
change: "In the short term, 
the 1980s are going to be 
difficult for Canada because 
of the U.S. recession and the 
high federal deficit which 
contributes to high inflation 
and interest rates. 

"But the longer term out¬ 
look is positive, as improved 
government attitudes, in¬ 
creased industrial incen¬ 
tives and our natural re¬ 
source base bear fruition. 

"People should use the 
next six months as an oppor¬ 
tunity to pick up stocks that 
will historically look 
cheap."

‘Changes governing regions will be cosmetic only ’

Long-threatened changes In legislation governing re¬ 
gional districts will be cosmetic only and will not sig¬ 
nificantly affect the way in which the Capital Region 
District carries on business, according to region board 
chairman chairman James Campbell. 

Campbell said In a New Year’s Day Interview: “There is 
a tendency on the part of people who have been complaining 
for a long time, when they discover that changes are more 
difficult than they expected, to make cosmetic changes 
rather than admitting a thing should be left alone." 

He said provincial government indecision on the sub¬ 
ject of regional government would soon be recognized as 
characteristic, rather than temporary. 

"Any changes made will be cosmetic,” he predicted. 

The provincial government has been threatening legisla- 
livd changes for more than two years now, and at 
one point launched an intensive travelling commission 
in the province, which resulted in a lengthy report and 
recommendations. 

That report, presented to Hugh Curtis when he was 
minister of municipal affairs, was Inherited by Wil¬ 
liam Vander Zalm when he took over the portfolio. 

Legislative changes were promised by last spring, but 
the issue next surfaced in the fall, when Vander Zalm 
again visited regional districts, and listened to briefs. 
Changes are now supposed to be brought in this year. 

Campbell also predicted that the problems surround¬ 
ing the Clover Point sewage outfall would be settled early 
this year, with all legal disputes decided and plans being 
made to complete the project. “We may possibly even get 
some pipe laid to improve that area," Campbell said. 


There is a need to get improvements started at 
McMicking, he said. 

A recent flight along the coast had convinced him 
that the visible impact from sewage discharges at McMick¬ 
ing were “quite atrocious.” 

“You could see brown effluent surging out close to 
shore,” he said. 

In contrast, there was little sign of the Clover Point 
plume, which is only about 200 yards offshore but which 
discharges into deep water and apparently disperses. It 
was impossible to find any impact from the Macaulay 
Point outfall. “I think that would be difficult to identify 
without close study by boat.” 

Campbell said that in spite of a cost of growth study 
which has put a $120 million price tag on development of 
services in the Western Community if the regional plan Is 
followed, new population would still be directed to that 
area. 

“Our regional plan provides for a redirecting of 
growth from the farm land of the peninsula to the west¬ 
ern community, and I don’t think any cost of growth 
study is going to alter the wisdom of that," he said. 

Campbell suggested that-if western growth is too costly, 
there may be some consideration given to greater inten¬ 
sity land use In the downtown core. 

“I think that if we did a study of the cost of growth of 
intensifying in the urban core then those who look askance at 
costs in the western sector will discover that costs arc 
increasing everywhere for everything, and some don’t 
realize how fast that is happening.” 

Campbell said there is “tremendous validity” to reve¬ 
nue-sharing within the region, but he did not expect 
any action on this. 



Campbell: indecision is characteristic 


“It would be tantamount to a form of amalgamation, 
and the only municipality in the entire region which 
would ever think seriously of amalgamation is Victoria, 
and city council can see their position being enhanced by 
amalgamation.” 

He said Victoria Mayor William Tindall is opposed to 
revenue-sharing because he sees it as a cost to Victoria 
without the benefits of amalgamation. 

Saanich Mayor Mel Couvelier, on the other hand, is 
interested in revenue-sharing, because he feels It would 


give him financial solutions to several problems, without 
amalagamation. 

Regional planners have been instructed to report on 
the ramifications of revenue-sharing, but Campbell said the 
real issue is amalgamation. 

“The way I feel about the whole process is that we 
have too many municipalities with too many parochial 
points of view," he said. “I would like to see amalgama¬ 
tion more by function, but you have this incredible re¬ 
sistance. This is my view, but I don’t intend to do any 
pushing on the subject because I don’t have a mandate 
to deal with this.” 

The biggest problem facing the region in the immedi¬ 
ate future, Campbell said, is the regional takeover of 
transit. 

“We have the potential to do an exciting job in taking 
over the transit system and beginning to make it' respon 
sive to the larger community rather than merely those 
who are easiest to serve.” 

He criticized the government-appointed Urban Tran¬ 
sit Authority for "holding its cards close to its chest" 
and not taking local input. 

He had been surprised, he said, to hear Tindall, who is a 
member of UTA, and former regional district transit 
committee chairman, criticizing regional planners for 
not going ahead with detailed planning of bus services. 

“I was a little surprised that he would criticize so 
vigorously work he was presumed to have had done in 
his role as transit committee chairman,” Campbell said. 

Planners, he admitted, have a lot of catching up to 
do. “It is going to be hard, but it is going to be worth it," 
he said.

“something I’ve never seen before 
in December in all my years 
of farming.” 

Detember was “growing weath¬ 
er" because of the mild tempera¬ 
tures, he said. “I’d sure like to see 
a bit of winter weather to get 
things back on an even keel.” 

The bulk of daffodils, picked in 
late March and early April to be 
shipped across Canada for the 


Easter market, would be ready 
for picking a month earlier than 
normal if the mild weather per¬ 
sisted, he noted. 

Vantreight, who suffered an es¬ 
timated $10,000 loss when heavy 
rains in mid-December washed 
away 100,000 daffodil bulbs from 
one of bis farms in Saanichton 
summed up his present dilemm;

Shaping of Oak Bay 
at will of residents

After that, residents’ input of 
desires and hopes for the future of 
the municipality will be Snilysed 
before a start is made on drawing 
up the plan. 

Finally, after a draft is ready, 


there will be public hearings to en¬ 
sure that all views have been re 
ceivcd. 

Important points in the plan 
will include preservation of parks, 
retaining the integrity of residen¬ 
tial areas and the Oak Bay Village, 
and promotion of recreation 
events. 

Watts* a veteran Oak Bay resi¬ 
dent, recalls the days when Oak 
Bay was largely rural, but has a 
thorough understanding of its con¬ 
version to an urban, mostly dormi¬ 
tory and retirement centre in 
Greater Victoria. 

He expects Oak Bay will ex¬ 
pand its role as a convenient resi¬ 
dential area for the growing num¬ 
ber of elderly people in Canada, 
but also looks to the youth of the 
municipality to keep it vibrant. 

One of the things Watts has 
stressed is a north-south bus route 
in Oak Bay to enable students to 
attend University of Victoria and 
Camosun College without too 
many hassles, at the same time 
improving accessibilty to major 
shopping areas. 

The consultants were hired last 
fall for an initial sum of about 
$40,000 to help municipal officials 
prepare the community plan.

The regular season came 
to an end with a horrendous 
performance — the Rams 
were beaten 29-14 by New 
Orleans on Dec. 16 in their 
last appearance at the Coli¬ 
seum. The team is moving to 
Anaheim next year. 

In the conference semi¬ 
final at Irving, Texas, the 
Rams — eight-point under¬ 
dogs — shocked the Cowboys 
and attributed their success

Ram linebackers were 
taken out in favor of an 
alignment featuring seven 
defensive backs.

No. 2-ranked Alabama rolled over 
sixth-ranked Arkansas 24-9 in the Sugar 
Bowl and No. 3 Southern California rallied 
to nip top-ranked Ohio Slate 17-16 in the 
Rose Bowl on Tuesday, allowing the two 
winners to lay claim to the college football 
championship for the second straight sea¬ 
son. 

Last year, Alabama became national 
champion after being selected first in 
The Associated Press poll by 38 voters. 
Runner-up Southern Cal was picked first 
by 19 voters. Both teams had lost once. 

This year, Alabama finished at 12-0 
after the Sugar Bowl victory extended the 
country’s longest winning streak to 21 
games. Southern Cal’s record was 11-0-1, 
with a tie to Stanford the only blemish. 

Major Ogllvie scored on runs of 22 
yards and one yard and set up a field goal 
with a 50-yard punt return to lead Alabama 
to an impressive victory. 

“I feel we’re deserving of the honor of 
being No. 1,” said Alabama coach Bear 
Bryant, whose 205th victory at Alabama 
tied Ohio State’s Woody Hayes for the No. 2 
spot in triumphs at one major school. 

HEISMAN TROPHY winner Charles 
White, who set two Rose Bowl records in 
rushing for 247 yards in 39 carries, dove for 
one yard with 1:54 left to lift Southern Cali¬ 
fornia past previously unbeaten Ohio 
State. 

"We deserve consideration to be No. 1 
in the nation," said Southern Cal coach 
John Robinson. 

But the losing Sugar Bowl coach was 
equally certain his team had succumbed 
to the national champion. 

“I said it before and 1 said it now — I 
don’t think there is anybody in the coun¬ 
try who can beat Alabama," said Arkansas 
coach Lou Holtz. 

While Alabama pulled away from a 
plucky Arkansas team. Southern Cal 
pulled out a squeaker. White opened the 
winning drive from the Southern Cal 17 
with a 32-yard run and then ran to his right 
for 29 more yards. He finished the drive 
by carrying the ball four limes for 12 yards 
and the winning touchdown 

Vlade Janakievski'kicked a Rose Bowl 
record three field goals, giving the No. 1 
ranked Buckeyes a 16-10 lead in the fourth 
quarter.

Canadiens overtake Army 


MONTREAL (CP) — The 
touring Soviet Union's Cen¬ 
tral Red Army hockey team 
renewed an old acquaint¬ 
ance on New Year's Eve but 
Montreal Canadiens defen¬ 
ceman Larry Robinson 
found qne thing different 
about the reunion. 

“This time we won," 
grinned Robinson after the 
National Hockey League 
club scored a 4-2 exhibition 
triumph over Red Army, the 
top club in the Soviet Union's 
major hockey league. 

The Canadiens, who bat¬ 
tled Red Army to a memor¬ 
able 3-3 tie on Dec. 31, 1975, 
required two third-period 
goals by Steve Shutt and an¬ 


other by Bob Gainey to re¬ 
bound from a 2-1 deficit 
which had been created 
when Viktor Zhluktov and 
Helmut Balderis fired sec¬ 
ond-period goals for Red 
Army. 

Yvon Lambert had provid¬ 
ed Montreal with a 1-0 lead ai 
16:36 of the first period, a 
20-minute span in which the 
Canadiens outshot Red 
Army 13-3. 

The Canadiens continued 
their domination in the sec¬ 
ond period until netminder 
Richard Sevigny fanned on 
Balderis’s hard shot from in¬ 
side the blueline to give the 
Russian squad the lead for 
the only time in the game.

"We knew we let down in 
the second period,” said 
Shutt. "In the dressing room 
between periods we told our¬ 
selves that we had to come 
out and play the same kind of 
game we did in the first 
period. And we came right 
back at them in the third.” 

Shutt, setting the example 
for his team-mates, beat 
goaltender Vladislav Tre¬ 
tiak from close range at 3:38, 
and got his stick on Serge 
Savard’s driv* from the 
point at 12:10 to give the 
Canadiens an important in¬ 
surance goal.- 

The goal also prompted 
Red Army coach Viktor Tik¬ 
honov to deliver a severe 
tongue-lashing to defence- 
man Sergei Gimayev, a 
berating which had the 
young rearguard .seething 
long after the game was 
over. 

"It wasn't my fault, it was 
somebody else’s,” he said. 
“It seems that whether we 
win or lose, the coach is 


always right. He can never 
be wrong.” 

But the play of Red Army 
even had the normally placid 
Tretiak shaking his head. 

Gainey, who was named 
Montreal's outstanding play¬ 
er of the game, agreed that 
Red Army was not at its 
best. 

Sevigny, playing in only 
his 11th NHL game, said 
beating the Russian squad 
was the proudest moment of 
his professional hockey ca¬ 
reer. 

After facing only 13 shots, 
while the Canadiens were 
unleashing 38 at the opposite 
end of the rink, Sevigny said 
the lack of work may have 
contributed to Red Army’s 
second goal. 

Sevigny added that the re¬ 
sponse of the 16,889 fans, 
who gave the Canadiens a 
prolonged standing ovation 
at the Jtart of the game, was 
a big lift for the Stanley Cup 
champions.

DEAR LAURA: Apple Pasties recipe requests 
bloom annually at holiday time. 

APPLE PASTIES 

Firm, tart apples 
4 cups sugar 

4 envelopes unfiavored gelatin 

I cup cold water 

:i cups chopped walnuts 

‘4 teaspoon rose water or orange extract 

Dash salt 

Powdered sugar 

Prepare 4 cups apple pulp by washing, quarter¬ 
ing and coring apples. Cook with a small amount of 
water until apples are tender, then force through 
sieve. Add sugar to pulp and cook until very thick, 
234 to 240 degrees on candy thermometer, or until a 
small amount will hold its shape when dropped 
from a spoon. Remove from heat. 

Soften gelatin in cold water about 5 minutes. 
Stir into hot apple mixture until gelatin is dissolved. 
Slir in nuts, flavoring and salt. Turn into greased 
shallow pan. When firm, cut into squares and roll in 
powdered sugar. Makes about 4 dozen. 

DEAR SOS: About a year ago my husband and I 
had dinner at Mary Mahoney's Old French House in 
Biloxi. Miss., where we were served a bread pud¬ 
ding with rum sauce that was out of this world. I 
would love the recipe and I’m sure others would, 
too.

MARY MAHONEY’S 
BREAD PUDDING 

« slices day-old bread *. 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
Vi cup seedless raisins 

2 tablespoons melted butter 
4 eggs 

2 tablespoons plus '4 cup sugar 
2 cups milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
Rum Sauce 

Break bread into small pieces in 1‘4 quart 
baking dish. Sprinkle cinnamon over bread and add 
raisins and melted butter. Toast lightly at 350 
degrees. Combine eggs, sugar, milk and vanilla, 
blending well. Add-to bread mixture and bake at 350 
degrees 30 minutes or until firm. Serve with Rum 
Sauce. Makes 8 servings. 

RUM SAUCE 

2 cups milk 
Vi cup butter 
'4 cup sugar 

1 tablespoon oil 

2 tablespoons flour 

I tablespoon nutmeg or to taste 
1 tablespoon vanilla 
Rum to taste 

Place milk, butter and sugar in saucepan. Bring 
to a boil. Meanwhile, heat oil in small skillet and stir 
in flour to make a smooth paste. Add some of the 
milk mixture to flour mixture, blending well, then 
return to milk mixture in pan; Cook and stir until 
thickened and smooth. Add nutmeg, vanilla and rum 
to taste. Serve over pudding. Makei 2 cups sauce. 


Old-fashioned 
grain goodness 

Our appetite for white flours has caused us to miss 
out on some good things. Even when grains are enriched, 
the entire spectrum of nutrients in the germ and bran 
aren’t put back. 

That’s why even enriched white flour is criticized by 
some nutritionists as lulling people into a false sense of 
nutritional security. 

Here’s what’s in a whole grain. 

Germ: Grain is the seed from which a new plant 
would grow. The term contains the embryo plant, and 
is a source of vitamins, minerals and protein. It’s also a 
source of oil, so germ, and flours and cereals contain¬ 
ing it, have a shorter shelf life than items with germ. 

Endosperm: This is the storehouse of protein and 
carbohydrate designed to feed the growing plant in its 
earliest stages. This is what is milled into processed 
flour. 

Bran: This is the outer covering of the grain, which 
protects it from damage. It’s also an excellent natural 
source of fiber. 

While the grains arc becoming more popular, show¬ 
ing up in more breads, snacks and cereals, there’s 
one form of whole grains that’s been around for dec¬ 
ades. 

It’s oats. 

All those bowls of jjatmeal and these oatmeal 
cookies were offering a nutrition bonus of seven B 
vitamins, vitamin E, iron, calcium magnesium, sodium, 
potassium, phosphorus, copper, manganese, zinc, fiber, 
and protein — and that was just in the oats. 

CRUNCH TOP CASSEROLE 

1 ran (10.75 ozs.) condensed cream of chicken soup 

% cup milk 

2 tbsps. grated Parmesan cheese 
2 tbsps. instant minced onion 

*4 tsp. garlic powder 
Vk tsp. pepper 

2 cups chopped rooked chicken or turkey 
2 cups zucchini slices 
I can (4 ozs.) mushroom slices, drained 
Crunch Topping: 

lMt cups oats, quick or old-fashioned, uncooked 
Mt cup grated Parmesan cheese 
Mi cup butter, melted 
Mi tsp. oregano 
Mi tsp. thyme 
Mi tsp. garlic powder 

For the casserole, combine the soup, milk cheese, 
onion and seasonings in a three-quart saucepan and 
mix them well. 

Brihg the mixture to a boil over medium heat. Stir wi¬ 
the remaining casserole ingredients and spoon the 
mixture into an Ux7-inch baking dish. 

For the topping, combine all the ingredients, mixing 
them well. Sprinkle them evenly over the casserole. 

Bake the casserole in a preheated 375-degrce oven 
for about 25 minutes, or until the topping is golden 
brown. Makes six servings. 

Note: For savory herb Add-A-Crunch to coat chick¬ 
en, or to sprinkle on salads, soups and casseroles, com¬ 
bine the Crunch Topping ingredients in a large shallow 
baking pan, mixing them well.

1 cup chopped nuts 
1 tsp. vanilla 

For the cookie base and topping, beat together the 
butter and sugar until they are light and fluffy.

Soften gelatin in cold tomato juice; add to hot 
tomato juice.

CUCUMBER MOLD 

1 tablespoon unfiavored gelatin 
'4 cup cold water 

2 soft avocados*, pureed (1'4 cups) 

'4 cup sour cream 

'4 cup chopped celery 
<4 cup chopped cucumber 
2 teaspoons onion salt 
I tablespoon lemon juice 
Lettuce 

In a small saucepan, mix gelatin with water; allow 
tp stand for one minute. Stir over medium heat until 
gelatin is completely dissolved; remove from heat; cool. 
Meanwhile, in a large bowl, confbine avocado and sour 
cream; add remaining ingredients; mix thoroughly. 
Blend in gelatin. Turn into a lightly oiled 3-cup mold;

Dark pumpernickel's secret: sourdough starter 

German bread tradition 
starts with sourdough

The bread bakers of Germany may not be able to 
put loaves on the shelves of your local grocery store, but 
they can share the secrets that will bring a continental 
flavor into your home baking. A traditional favorite 
is German Sourdough Bread. 

German Sourdough Bread is easy to make but 
involves a somewhat lengthy two-part process, because 
the sourdough starter is prepared at least three days 
before you bake. This gives the starter a chance to 
“sour," hence the name. 

A genuine rye flour is the key to the first step. Rye is 
sold on the market under the various unrelated (and 
sometimes confusing) namcs--“whole rye flour." "rye 
graham flour,” and “whole rye pumpernickel.” If you 
strike out with thes three at your local market, 
your best bet is trying to buy a few pounds from a retail 
bakery. 

GERMAN SOURDOUGH 
STARTER 

1 pound whole rye flour 
1 ounce yeast 

1 quart water - * 

Dissolve yeast in water. Combine with rye flocfr and 
•mix into a soft dough and place a lid or piece of wax 
paper over the container. Leave undisturbed for 3 days 
at room temperature. 

If you make sourdough bread regularly, you will 
want to keep a small piece of this starter dough, at least 
1 pound, always on hand. By mixing it with the sour in¬ 
gredients, the souring process is speeded up consider¬ 
ably. The 1-pound piece will keep nicely it covered in a 
cool spot. 


GERMAN SOURDOUGH 
BREAD 

1 pound, 8 ounces coarse pumpernickel flour 

3 pounds bread flour 

2 ounces compressed yeast or 4 packages dry yeast 
One and one-half ounces salt 

4 ounces honey or molasses 

Remove cover from fermenting sour starter and 
add the pumpernickel flour and 1 ounce of yeast. Add 
one-half cup water to make a soft dough. Continue 
adding water until dough is soft but not soupy. Knead 
and place in a warm spot for 3 hours. 

After 3 hours you will find that ydur little creation 
has turned into something resemblingSi half-inflated 
beach ball. Now add the remaining ingredients. Cara¬ 
mel coloring also can be added to intensify the dark¬ 
ness of the bread. 

Knead dough about 5 minutes with your hands, 
using flour on table and hands to prevent sticking 
This contact should help you determine whether the 
dough is too soupy or loo dry. Adjust by adding more 
water or bread flour. Set dough aside to rise for the 
second time, about 20 minutes. 

Knead dough one last time before dividing it into 
loaves. Set it aside 5 minutes while preparing the bread 
forms. They should be sprayed or wiped with vege¬ 
table oil. Knead loaves into log-shaped pieces and place 
them in 7- or 8-inch bread pans. A good rule of thumb is 
to have each form one-third filled. Place in a warm spot 
until dough has risen to the rims. 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees F. When loaves arc- 
ready, lower temperature to 390 degrees F. and bake for 
40 minutes. «. 

Notice that German Sourdough is a heavy, densely 
textured bread. Traditionally it is sliced as" thinly as 
[Mssible for serving, but however you cut it, German 
Sourdough is a taste worth waiting for. Makes 1 pound 
starter and six 1-pound, 3-ounce loaves.

U.S. label changes 
may tell of brandy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The government greeted the 
’’morning after” Tuesday 
with an announcement it is 
considering modifications to 
permit fuller descriptions of 
bottle contents on the labels 
of grape brandies. 

The industry wants to use 
labels which designate the 
specific variety of grape* 
used and the year of the 
harvest. Current regulations 
allow the use only of such 
non-specific terms as 
’’brandy” or “grape 
brandy." 

The Treasury Depart¬ 
ment’s Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms state¬ 
ment said it is seeking ad¬ 
vice and analytical data 
from the industry and con¬ 
sumers on possible changes 
injhe labelling rules. 

The industry would like to 
use such descriptive terms 
as “Flame Tokay Brandy" 
or “Cabernet Savignon 


Brandy 1972,” the announce¬ 
ment said. 

Such terms have been de¬ 
nied in the past on the 
grounds distilling tends to 
destroy the distinctive quali¬ 
ties that a variety of grape or 
a single year of harvest 
might lend to a brandy. 

The announcement said 
the bureau "needs-sqfficicnt 
test data to confirm or refute 
its position.” 

The bureau published a 
proposed rulemaking notice 
in Tuesday’s Federal Regis¬ 
ter, saying it is asking indus¬ 
try to provide a wide range 
of samples for a decision on 
whether all or certain vari¬ 
etal grapes do, in fact, im¬ 
part a distinctive quality to 
grape brandies. 

Scientific analyses of the 
samples will bear on the bu¬ 
reau’s final decision, it 
said 

The notice also asked con¬ 
sumers for their impressions 


of products bearing such 
labels as “Catawba Brandy” 
or "Grape Brandy 4972,” 
and for their opinion on 
whether such designations 
"convey the idea that only a 
particular variety of grape 
or only grapes from a specif¬ 
ic harvest were used in mak¬ 
ing that brandy.” 

Written comments and no¬ 
tices of intent to submit 
samples must be received by 
the bureau during a 90-day 
period ending April 2, it said.

While most Canadians 
have been taking life easy 
over the holiday season, 
chief electoral officer Jean- 
Marc Hamel and his wide¬ 
spread team of returning of¬ 
ficers and support staff have 
been too busy to spend much 
time tinkering with tinsel. 

The unexpected toppling 
of the Conservative govern¬ 
ment and the ensuing rush 
to put the machinery in gear 
for a winter election has 
meant deadline pressure (or 
Hamel’s electoral forces. 

Hamel said in a recent 
interview his Ottawa staff of 
45 would likely get nothing 
more than Christmas Day 
and New Year’s Day off. 

As the man responsible, he 
was apparently prepared to 
be even harder on himself. 
For one thing, he had to miss 
his traditional family Christ¬ 
mas—a gathering of about 
50 relatives near Quebec 
City. 

At least some pressure has 
been taken off the present 
situation with the decision to 
forego the usual enumera¬ 
tion. Hamel says it would not 
be possible to carry out a 
normal enumeration under 
the circumstances. Instead, 
the official list compiled for 
the May 22 election will be 
used as a basis for develop¬ 
ing a list for the Feb. 18 
election. 

As a result, a notice of 
enumeration card is being 
mailed to those on the last 
list. 

Hamel says special em¬ 
phasis will also be placed on 
the revision period of the 
election as a backstop for 
eligible voters who find 
themselves without the 
cards. 

He and his staff have al¬ 
ready worked out this list of

minated candidates.

Ugandan ‘massacre’ 
rips through wildlife 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Soldiers slaughtered nearly 14,- 
000 wild animals in Uganda—including thousands of hippo¬ 
potamuses and scores of lions—in early 1979, Interna¬ 
tional Wildlife magazine reports. 

Karl Van Orsdol, a Palo Alto, Calif., wildlife biologist, 
wrote in the magazine that undisciplined Tanzanian troops, 
occupying Uganda as a "security" force following dictator 
Idi Amin's overthrow, used machine guns and even hand 
grenades to wipe out about one-third of all large mammals in 
Uganda's huge Kuwenzori National Park. 

Van Orsdol, who went to Africa in 1976 to study lions at 
lhe Uganda Institute of Ecology, said he saw one section of 
the park turned into “a graveyard of dead and dying 
animals"—with soldiers earning as much as $1,000 a day for 
killing 10 hippos. ♦ 

Ugandan merchants sold the meat off the carcasses for 
as much as $2,000 per animal, according to Van Orsdol's 
story, tilled, f Witnessed a Massacre, in the bimonthly 
magazine published by the National Wildlife Federation.

Respected judge bows out 



A man who rose from court clerk to become one of 
Canada's most respected lower-court judges finished 
a 21-year career as a full-time provincial court judge 
Monday. 

Judge William Ostler 
stepped down as the admin¬ 
istrative judge for Victoria 
provincial court but will stay 
on as a three-days-a-week 
supernumerary judge. 

Ostler was appointed as a 
stipendiary magistrate Nov. 

H, 1956, and became a full¬ 
time judge two years later. 

Ostler’s replacement 
Judge Lome Pearce, of Ke¬ 
lowna, is expected to arrive 
in Victoria liter this week. 

However, a new adminis¬ 
trative judge for Victoria 
has not been named by the 
attorney-general. Chief pro- 
yincial court judge 
Lawrence Goulet, who is re¬ 
sponsible for making recom¬ 
mendations for such ap¬ 
pointments, said in 
Vancouver Monday that he 
expected to submit a name 
to the attorney-general with¬ 
in the week and that Ostler’s 
administrative successor 
would probably be named 
within two weeks.

Provincial Court 


Two men convicted of 
drinking-driving offences 
were given jail terms in Vic- 
loria provincial court Mon¬ 
day. 

Bryan Ross Harrison. 31, 
w as sentenced by Judge Wil¬ 
liam Ostler to four months, 
to be served consecutively to 
a term Harrison is currently 
serving, and 20-year-old Jo 
seph Paul Christian Pigeon 
was given two months. 

Crown counsel Nicholas 
Lang told the court Harrison 
was unlawfully at large 
when he was caught driving 
in Port Mellon. 

Harrison was convicted on 
five previous occasions for 
drinking-driving offences:

Ostler said it was a ( sad 
case of a bright, intelligent 
person who had a bright fu¬ 
ture in the armed services 
yet was wrecking his career 
because of alcoholism.

Rix 
got out, walked up to the 
woman and threatened to 
kick and jnjure her, Lang 
said.

WINNIPEG (CP) — 
The Manitoba Puppet 
Theatre is staging a re¬ 
vival of the centuries-old 
’tradition of Punch and 
Judy—much to the de¬ 
light of the children and 
parents who’ve had a 
chance to meet the can¬ 
tankerous duo. 

The show is a half-hour 
marathon for puppeteer 
Kandy Woods, 26, who takes 
Punch through a series of 
boisterous encounters with 
character stereotypes which 
ewfmf'ltu'rlrtg Britain's 
agrarian and industrial 
revolutions. 

They include Punch and 
Judy's baby, a policeman, a 
doctor, a ghost, a devil, and a 
dog. 

The sketches are based on 
written notes on a number of 
street performances in Lon¬ 
don during the lH50s, the 
heyday of street theatre. But 
they have been modified so 
lhat Punch and Judy can be 
played in the streets and tav¬ 
erns of contemporary Winni¬ 
peg, said Woods. 

Chris Hurley is the 
"bottler" or "proprietor” 
for the show—the man who 
used to collect money during 
street performances—and 
he interprets some of the 
action for the audience 
through occasional interjec¬ 
tions. He says the production 
is a chance to learn about 
another aspect of puppetry. 

A mathemetics graduate 
from McGill University who 
worked with the puppet arm 
of the Stratford Children's 
Theatre, Hurley has been the 
Manitoba group's artistic 
director since it began in 
1973. 


“Most of our work is so¬ 
cially-oriented in that we 
take stories from a group of 
people and tell them to an¬ 
other group of people,” Hur¬ 
ley said in an interview. 

“By adopting a style or by 
adapting a style you learn 
more about your art form. 
And we don't just copy the 
surface as a painter might 
copy the brush strokes of 
someone else.” 

The intricate, hand-carved 
puppets, costumed by De¬ 
borah Hentcleff, as well as 
the stage on which they per- . 
form, attest to the research 
the dozen people involved in 
the production have done— 
research that was carried 
through to the script. 

' ‘There are maybe three or 
four scripts in existence— 
that we could find anyway,” 
Hurley said. “We took out 
some of the sequences we 
liked and we added some of 


“Punch is an Everyman 
character,” he explained. 

“He is silly, childish, im¬ 
pulsive, energetic, domi¬ 
neering, honest. He can rec¬ 
ognize when people are 
trying to pull one over on 
him, and he deals with it in a 
straightforward way. He’s 
the part of you that you want 
to be but you can't be be¬ 
cause of all the restrictions 
on you." 

Hurley said only a few 
people have objected to vio¬ 
lence of Punch's “straight¬ 
forward approach.” 

"I have trouble with these 
people who let their kids 
watch violence on television 
all day long . . . and then 
object to the violence in 
Punch and Judy.

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Bell supers just ‘coping ? with flood of calls 


Bell Canada supervisors were just “coping” New 
Year's Day as thousands of Canadians tried—and often 
failed—to place holiday phone calls on the fourth day 
of a strike by nearly 7,000 operators! 

The supervisors, replacing striking members of the 
Communication Workers of Canada for the sixth day in 
less than two weeks, worked frantically as 1980 dawned in 
successive time zones. They took a breather Tuesday 
morning and returned to the grind for the busy afternoon 
period. 

"They had a busy time of it between 11 p.m. and 3 a.m. 
(EST)," said Mel James, Bell’s Ontario information direc¬ 
tor. “It was extremely busy In that period, so natu¬ 
rally they weren’t able to handle It all. It’s a very busy 
time even when the operators are on. 


“It levelled off this morning before the afternoon, 
which is another very busy time. I guess you could say 
we are coping." % 

“They’re not coping very well," countered union rep¬ 
resentative Ed Seymour. “We’re placing all our own 
calls through the operators, of course, and my personal 
experience Is that it’s taking an awful long time.” 

The CWC members, about 6,900 operators and 500 cafe¬ 
teria workers, walked out for two days over Christmas 
to press for a better contract offer from Bell. A second 
walkout, planned for Dec. 31 and New Year’s Day, was 
kicked off two days early last Friday when Bell made 
an offer, but had It rejected as inadequate by the union. 

The strikers were to return to work this morning, but

The minister said in an 
interview Monday that the 
ad's sponsors were looking 
only for a cause to rally 
financial support. 

‘‘It’s a real con job,” 
McGrath said of the ad 
placed by the International 
Fund for Animal Welfare. 
The organization urged 
readers to protest to Prime 
Minister Clark against what 
the fund believes to be a 
move in Canada to end the 
1972 whaling ban. 

The ad carried the head¬ 
line, “Canada threatens to 
slaughter more of the 
world’s few whales.” 


The organization suggest¬ 
ed that McGrath's recent 
statement that Canada had 
no intention of resuming 
commercial whaling could 
not be believed. 

“The International Fund 
for Animal Welfare has lost 
Its credibility in Canada and 
it is niow looking for a cause 
with which to drum up sup¬ 
port,’'McGrath said. 

“That outfit does pretty 
well for itself,” he said. 
“(Fund president) Brian 
Davies has a big salary and 
with their financial backing, 
their campaigns can include 
use of helicopters." 

McGrath said he would 
have considered legal action 
against the fund for mislead¬ 
ing advertising had the ad 
been placed in a Canadian 
newspaper.

John Toma, senior vice-president of Canada's largest food 
retailer, said the regular-length, filter-tipped cigarettes—in 
a plain white package with black lettering—were being 
offered as an experiment at $6.99 a carton, 20 cents a pack 
less than brand names. 

He said he didn’t know whether the no-name cigarettes 
would be around for long because they were a blend of 
aromatic Turkish-type tobaccos, a taste to which Canadians 
aren’t accustomed. Most Canadian cigarettes contain Vir¬ 
ginia tobaccos. * 

Dominion is still working on its first shipment and test 
results arc not available, but Toma said national brands had 
increased their advertising since the generic product be¬ 
came available.

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Now it’s ‘Death to Russia’

MOSCOW (UP1) — The 
Soviet Union's military in¬ 
tervention in Afghanistan 
may bring a softening of the 
Islamic world’s attitude to¬ 
ward the United States, Mos¬ 
lem diplomats agreed Tues¬ 
day. 

"The fear, of. course, is 
that the Soviets will not stop 
at Afghanistan, and that pos¬ 
sibility is being discussed 
extensively.” said a Moslem, 
diplomat who had recently 
been in touch with his for¬ 
eign ministry. 

‘‘In such an event,” he 
said, "who could the govern¬ 


ments of such nations turn to 
but the United States?” 

Their analysis seemed 
borhe out by protest 
marches on Soviet embas¬ 
sies in New Delhi and Tehran 
and almost unanimous con¬ 
demnation by governments 
of predominantly Moslem 
countries of the Soviet mili¬ 
tary drive. 

“I would not have believed 
such a change in attitude 
possible in so short a time," 
said another Moscow-based 
diplomat. 

In Iran, where anti-Ameri¬ 
can sentiment has been at a 
high point since the Nov. 1 


takeover of the U.S. em¬ 
bassy, anti-Soviet feeling as 
a result of the Afghanistan 
move was translated into ac¬ 
tion. 

Several thousand demon¬ 
strators marched on the So¬ 
viet embassy in Tehran 
Tuesday, shouting “Death to 
Russia,” a salutation re¬ 
served for the United States 
in recent weeks. 

Afghan students in New 


Delhi stoned the Soviet chan¬ 
cery in the Indian capital 
and burned a picture of 
President Leonid Brezhnev. 

Saudi Arabian newspapers 
accused Moscow of trying to 
destroy the “Islamic revolu¬ 
tion” and called on Moslem 
countries around the world 
to take action. It did not say 
what action it recommend¬ 
ed. 

“There is no doubt that the 


Soviets planned this invasion 
for some time,” said one 
Moslem diplomat who asked 
not to be named. “The tim¬ 
ing was calculated to occur 
around Christmas and to 
capitalize on the anti-U.S. 
sentiment stirred up by 
events in Tehran. ■ 

“But the Soviets, I believe, 
did not anticipate the depth 
of reaction they are now ex¬ 
periencing."

Iran leaders 
remain cool 
to Waldheim 

TEHRAN (AP) — UN Secretary-General Kurt Wald¬ 
heim arrived here New Year’s Day seeking to defuse the 
U.S Iranian crisis, but was warned that Iranian authorities 
consider his trip only a fact-finding mission and that the 
student militants would not talk about releasing their U.S. 
hostages. 

The American prisoners heard the New Year arrive not 
with the ringing of bells but with the sounds of "Death to 
Carter! Death to the Shah!" shouted by several hundred 
demonstrators assembled outside (he occupied U.S. em¬ 
bassy at midnight Monday night. 

Waldheim, who has been trying for several weeks to win 
Iranian permission for his goodwill mission, said at an 
airport news conference: "I hope to find the means and the 
ways to solve the crisis (of the Americans held captive in the 
U.S. embassy since Nov. 4).” 

The militants occupying the embassy rejected Wald¬ 
heim as a negotiator, said they would not meet with him 
unless Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini told them to do so and 
declared they would not, “under any circumstances, allow 
Waldheim to come visit the hostages." 

The students reiterated their stand, from which they 
have never wavered, that they will only release the hostages 
when the United States delivers Shah Mohammad Reza 
Pahlavi to Iran for trial. The deposed monarch is now in 
Panama, going their after receiving medical treatment in 
New York City. 

The UN Security Council passed a resolution giving 
Waldheim seven days to settle the matter before it voles on 
economic sanctions against Iran. 

The Soviet Union was one of the four countries that 
abstained in the 15-member Council’s vote. And on Tuesday, 
the Soviet news agency Tass said: “The threat of military 
interference on the part of the United States and its steps to 
impose economic blockade on Iran give rise to profound 
indignation of the Iranian public." ■

Iranian Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotbzadeh. who had 
earlier described Waldheim's trip as a fact-finding mission 
rather than mediation, greeted him at the airport. Waldheim 
is expected to begin official discussions today. 

The secretary-general told the airport news conference 
“the purpose of my visit in the first place is to pave the way 
for the solution of the crisis.” 

"Evidently there are several aspects of the problem 
here,” he said, and listed relations between the United States 
and Iran, the hostages and "the grievances of the Iranian 
people in relation to the previous regime.” 


Shah ‘happy’ 
to be judged 


LONDON (Ul’D —Jlte ex¬ 
iled shah of Iran said he 
would be "happy’’ to be 
judged on the achievements 
of his 37-year reign but said 
any hearing must be impar¬ 
tial, the Daily Mail news¬ 
paper reported Tuesday. 

The newspaper described 
the deposed monarch, inter¬ 
viewed at his exile home on 
the Panamanian island of 
Contadora, as "careworn 
and haunted.” 

Mail reporter Shaun Usher 
said the shah "is coming 
around to accepting thut he 
is answerable to some form 
of international tribunal” 
for his actions as Iran's 
ruler. 

“I would be content, 
h appy, to be j udged by what I 
believe was achieved during 
my years of reign/’^ths 


newspaper quoted him as 
saying 

But he stressed that the 
hearing must be impartial 
and that his appearance 
would have to be agreed on 
as a precedent—that other 
heads of state could be put on 
trial in the future if a new 
regime demanded it, the 
Mail said. 

It also quoted the shah as 
saying that "to my deep dis- 
apoinlment,” his flight from 
the United States—where he 
underwent cancer treatment 
for two months—did not help 
diffuse the crisis of 50 
American hostages held in 
Tehran. 

Usher said the shah 
"stayed on his feet for most 
of our meeting, sitting down 
only to take a phone call.*' He 
said the shah insisted “I’m 
better” in answer to ques¬ 
tions about his health.

M. V. Chesnut’s 
Garden Notes 


Janus, Roman god of beginnings, 
presided over the first hour of the day, 
the first day of the month, and the first 
month of the year, which was named 
in his honor, January: He is depicted 
with two faces, one looking forward 
and one looking back, and the allegory 
here is clear; in order to make a fresh 
beginning, one must first study the' 
mistakes of the past. 

Seems to me we could take a leaf 
from the book of Janus in this first 
column of 1980 and examine our gar¬ 
dening operations over the past year 
for lessons to be learned and applied in 
the year to come. I can think of several 
experiences which will guide me in my. 
planting and cultivating in the future. 

One lesson I learned in 1979 was not 
to believe the catalogue descriptions 
of how tall a plant variety will grow. 1 
got caught out on two counts this past 
year. 

The first was the Sugar Snap Pea, 
virtually a new vegetable and a 1979 
Gold Medal winner. It is a cross be¬ 
tween the flat-podded Snow Pea, so 
popular in Chinese cooking, and an 
ordinary garden pea. They are eaten, 
pods and all, either raw in the fingers 
(deliciously sweet), raw in salads, 
steamed lightly or stir-fried — a gour¬ 
met treat any way you serve them. 

Our error was believing the cata¬ 
logue description of four-foot vines 
and therefore, growing them against 
the back fence, where they ran up to 


6!4 feet, overcrowded and tumbling all 
over the place for lack of support. We 
shall certainly grow them again, for 
this is the best taste treat to come out 
of the garden for many a year, but 
next time they will have a six or seven 
foot trellis or getting to climb on, and 
the seeds will t& spaced out at least six 
inches apart. 

Much the same thing happened 
with our Little Giant hybrid corn, ad 
vertised to bear large cobs on dwarf 
plants, ideal for the small garden. The 
cobs were large, true, and with an 
exceptionally good flavor, but the 
plants ran up to over seven feet tail, 
and again, suffered from overcrowd 
ing. 

Another of my 1979 lessons con 
cerns the starting of seeds indoors. I 
have never found it easy to make up a 
batch of potting soil of exactly the 
right consistency for starting seeds 
Some contained too much clay and 
would form a crust on the surface. 
Some formed a growth of green algae, 
and some harbored the spores of 
damping off disease which attacks and 
rots the delicate stems of young seed¬ 
lings. 

Because of this, I have been playing 
around with various soil less substi-' 
tutes — peat moss, sand, vermiculite, 
perlite and various mixtures and com¬ 
binations of these sterile and weed- 
free materials. Results were not too 
happy until I hit upon an important 


factor in the use of soil substitugjs 

There are a number of ready mixed 
soil substitutes on the market I*a- 
days —Jiffy-Mix, Reddi-Earth, Mica- 
Peat. and an especially good ,qne 
called Instant Earth, imported from 
Finland and listed in the T&T seed 
catalogue. 

The lesson 1 have learned -r, the 
hard way, I might say — is to use (hyse 
soil substitutes in a just barely moist 
state, never soggy wet nor bone dry. 
and even more important, the stuff 
must be packed into the pot or box 
quite loosely, never pressed dqyvn 
firmly as you would with soil. -Ap¬ 
parently, these materials lose many,of 
their most important virtues when 
compressed. 

Another of my New Year resplu 
lions is to buy fresh seed every year 
and not to waste lime and labor nipss 
ing around with leftover seeds. Old 
seeds may come up as readily as fresh 
stock, but in my''experience the re¬ 
sulting plants lack vigor and fall prey 
to every little trouble that comes 
along. 

Until I learned this lesson, I.yvas

Change Is so unrelenting 
and headlong in America 
that even the recent past 
seems long ago, and one of 
our chronic emotions is nos¬ 
talgia. 

In recalling those enter¬ 
taining Murad cigarette ads 
of the 1920s and 90s, I have 
uncovered a minor cult, it 
appears, of people who not 
only remember cigarette 
ads. but have saved some of 
them, like senior prom 
cards, which they have been 
happy to share with me by 
Xerox. 

The Murad ads were in- 
souciantly w ritten and illus¬ 
trated, and featured an em¬ 
barrassing situation in 
which the victim (always a-- 
man. as I remember) was 
advised to “Be nonchalant— 
light up a Murad." Of course 
these ads appeared in that 
era of innocence before the 
surgeon general concluded 
that smoking might be dan 
gerous to your health and the 
government ordered the cig¬ 
arette makers to say so on 
their packages and in their 
ads. This ended the romantic- 
age of cigarette advertising 
and sent it into the low-tar 
phase which makes much of 
it so earnest and tedious 
today. 

Perhaps the 20s could be 
called the age of exotic ele¬ 
gance in cigarette advertis¬ 
ing, with such brands as 
Murad and Fatima setting 
the tone, and the romantic 
trend came in the 30s. It was 
still thought not quite nice 
for women to smoke, though 
Bette Davis and Jean Har¬ 
low did it in the movies; but 
the ads encouraged the no¬ 
tion that women found the 
aroma irrosistible, and

This line was usually 
uttered by some wistful 
young lady, caught in the 
lacy prison of the times, ap¬ 
pealing lo some young man 
to let her share illicity in this 
forbidden pleasure of his 
sex. 

Of course, women young 
and old were blasting ciga 
relies in every walk of life, 
even in the 1920s, bul the 
,, industry evidently lagged 
behind the customs, perhaps 
believing that men might 
quit smoking if women took 
it up and it lost its masculine 
cachet. 1 certainly know that 
the main reason I started 
smoking at an early age was 
that I imagined it would have 
an aphrodisiac effect on 
women. 

Or maybe the industry was 
subtler than that, and fore¬ 
saw that if smoking was 
made taboo for women they 
would soon take it up as an 
act of defiance. In any case, 
that was what happened, and 
when women began smoking 
openly, and lighting up a cig¬ 
arette in public was no 
longer tantamount to wear¬ 
ing a scarlet A on their 
bosoms, the industry had to 
take a new tack. 

The next big theme was 
that cigarettes were actually 
good for your health. Don 
Weage sends me a full page 
magazine ad from 1928 in 
which it is recommended 
that “for the peaceful feel¬ 


ing that comes from good 
digestion and smoking 
Camels" Americans should 
smoke a Camel with every 
course of their Thanksgiving 
dinners. 

"Off to a good start," the 
ad said, showing a pack of 
Camels beside a bowl of 
soup," with hoi spiced toma¬ 
to soup. And then — for di¬ 
gestion's sake — smoke a 
Camel right after the soup." 
Next, a plate of turkey: "By 
a|l means enjoy a second 
helping, bul before you do — 
smoke ahother Camel. 
Camels ease tension. Speed 
up the flow of digestive fluid. 
Increase alkalinity. Help- 
syour digestion to run 
smoothly." Next, a Waldurf 
salad, followed by a Camel 
lo "clear the palate for des¬ 
sert," with which yet an 
other Camel wasjirescribed 
lo keep those juices flowing; 
and finally, an after-dinner 
Camel with the coffee. 

Anyone following that ad 
vice would have smoked five 
Camels during Thanksgiv¬ 
ing dinner, and if there were 
eight adults at the table that 
would mean that 40 Camels 
would have been smoked 
during the meal. 

f n that same era, however, 
smokers evidently started 
coughing, and certain manu¬ 
facturers began to acknowl¬ 
edge this hazard, at least 
implicitly, by insisting that 
their brands were Tight,” 
and were scientifically pro¬ 
cessed to protect the throat. 
(Luckies were "toasted ") 

"I often lunch in the Sen¬ 
ate restaurant of the Capi¬ 
tol," said Alice Roosevelt 
Longworth from a full-page 
ad. lighted fag in hand, "and 
the number of senators and 


representatives I see with a 
package of Luckies is quite a 
surprise . . . It’s simply 
common sense that these 
senators and representa¬ 
tives, whose voices must 
meet the continuous strain of 
public speaking, should also 
need a cigarette that is jjbn- 
s i d e r a t e- of their 
thoats ..." 

Considering w hat -the 
sharp-tongued Longworth 
often said of senators and 
representatives this pal 
pable nonsense must have 
had (hem rolling and cough 
ing in the legislative aisle*. 

It was in this era also iltai 
Old Gold claimed that "more 
doctors" smoked Old Golds, 
and papered the nation with 
that very doubtful slogan - - 
"Not a cough in a carload. 

Frank Bongman was a 
radio announcer back in the 
'30s and '40s and did the 
Philip Morris show with 
Ginny Simms. "It was <8\ 
back in those days to a(lvut 
tise cigarettes on the air, n|d 
according to the copywriters 
they might even be good for 
you. The commercial quidc 
often consisted, in part. f>f 
the following: 'When 
smokers changed to Philip 
Morris, every case of irrita¬ 
tion of tfie nose or throht 
either cleared completely or 
definitely improved.’ " 

I think Murad was the only 
one that was on to some¬ 
thing. At least their ads were 
honest Nonchalance is per 
haps the only real rew ard of 
Jighting up a cigarette. But 
alas, it's out of date. In the 
age of self-assertion, who 
needs nonchalance?

When movie stars gath¬ 
ered last March at the Be¬ 
verly Hilton Hotel in Beverly 
Hill, Calif., to honor Hitch¬ 
cock with Hollywood’s Life 
Achievement Award, veter¬ 
an actor John Houseman 
said: 

"If he had stayed at home 
in England, by now he would 
have been Sir Alf red at least, 
perhaps even Lord Hitch¬ 
cock.

LONDON (UPI) — Brit¬ 
ain's state-owned steel 
works were shut down mid¬ 
night Tuesday in the first 
nation-wide steel strike 
since 1926, threatening wide¬ 
spread disruption of the na¬ 
tion’s heavy industries. 

The mills were already 
closed for the New Year’s 
holiday and it was expected 
that enough people would 
strike so the mills would be 
unable to open today. 

Hopes of averting the 
strike died Monday when the 
unions and management re¬ 
fused to budge from their 
positions on steelworkers’ 
pay. 

"The strike is on," said 
Bill Sirs, leader of the steel¬ 
workers union. "It is an im¬ 
possibility to call it off. The 
only question now is how 
long it lasts." 

When talks broke down, 
steelmen around the country 
began damping down blast 
furnaces in preparation for 
the strike, affecting 90.000 
iron and steel workers and 
13,000 blast furnace men. 

The steelworkers demand 
ed a 20 per cent pay hike and 
employers stuck to an offer 
of six per cent on basic rates 
plus up to to per cent more in 
local productivity deals. The 
average wage for a steel¬ 
worker is around 110 pounds 
($240) weekly. 


It was the first complete 
stoppage in the British steel 
industry since a general 
strike in 1926. 

Opposition Labor party 
leader James Callaghan has 
urged the recall of parlia¬ 
ment because of the gravity 
of the strike and its potential 
effect on industry, but 


Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said the govern¬ 
ment did not plan to inter¬ 
vene. 

The pay confrontation fol¬ 
lowed a recent announce¬ 
ment of widescale closures 
of steel plants that are losing 
money. The shutdowns will 


result in the loss of around 
52,000 jobs by next August. 

Industrialists anticipated 
a prolonged strike perhaps 
stretching beyond six.weeks. 
They said it takes several 
weeks to prepare steel-mak¬ 
ing plants for production 
once the process has shut 
down. 


Chicago firemen battle 
‘giant chocolate kiss’ 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Fire¬ 
men struggled through 
three-fool-deep puddles of 
melted chocolate Tuesday, 
licking it from their hands 
and wiping it from their 
eyes, to battle a chocolate- 
factory fire that caused an 
estimated $50,000 damage. 

Two fire fighters, Bernard 
Strickler, 35, and John Pam- 
more, 25, suffered minor 
cuts, bruises and smoke in¬ 
halation trying to smash 
windows in the four-storey 
Blommer Chocolate Co. 
building. They were treated 
at Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital and released. 

• Fire Chief James T. Harp¬ 
er said the fire created lakes 
of chocolate—some tlira 
feet deep and 30 feet wide. 


He said the fire began in 
the southeast corner of the 
building, where 100-pound 
bags of unsweetened choco¬ 


late were stored. Heat from 
the blaze melted the choco¬ 
late into a "giant chocolate 
kiss,” Harper said. 


British Steel personnel 
director Philip Grieves said 
the strike was bound to be a 
long one but said the steel 
corporation would not 
change its position. 

A prolonged shutdown 
woujd affect large sectors of 
British industry, including 
the automobile manufactur¬ 
ing, shipbuilding, engineer¬ 
ing and food canning. Most 
firms said they had around 
four to six weeks supply of 
steel but faced difficulties if 
the strike lasted beyond 
January. 

The nation’s rail unions 
have said they will not trans¬ 
port steel once the strike 
starts and dockers may 
block moves to import 
steel.

Duke Point rocky question for 80 s

NANAIMO — Residents of this city faced 1979, confi¬ 
dent it would be one big blast. Now. a year later, 
most are confused and unsure about Nanaimo’s big¬ 
gest economic news in decades—the Duke Point develop¬ 
ment. 


Rock-clearing blasts throughout the first half of 1979 
signified that work was going ahead on the multl-million-dol- 
lar port-industrial development. 

But in mid-1979, the work on the project was halted by 
an inter-jurisdictional dispute. IWA workers at the new

Daman's sawmill at Duke Point have caused Building 
Trades Council workers to stay away. 

As Nanaimo enters 1980, it looks like work on the Duke 
Point project itself won't resume until the Doman mill is 
completed in May or June. Meanwhile, a bitterly split 
city council has made arrangements to extend servicing to 
Duke Point, once the land reserved for the port is safeguard¬ 
ed. And, Nanaimo Harbor Commission chairman Don Raw¬ 
lins has said that economic conditions will probably keep 
that port from being built in the immediate future. 


MEANWHILE, DUKE POINT was only one of the 
divisive issues faced by a city council frequently split by 5-4 
votes and bitter debate. 

The council entered the year concerned over its own 
committee system, but Mayor Frank Ncy revamped the 
committees in early 1979 and again in December. The 
issue of whether aldermen should be elected by ward or 
at large also continued to be a hot council item, and plans 
for a November referendum on the topic fell through 
when there was not enough time to process the needed 
bylaws. 

The council has now committed itself to a 1980 vote on 
the ward topic. 

Other issues brought a more solid front. The city 
adopted its own community plan and an accompanying 
zoning bylaw. The entire council went to Victoria, to 
ask the province for more amalgamation money. 

That trip paid off in March, when the province gave the 
city additional restructure funds to cover cost of amalgama¬ 
tion. The year 1980 marks the magic five years after 
amalgamation, and the city of Nanaimo will shoulder 
responsibility for all road and police costs. 



were successful—on their second tries—in finding men for 
top posts. Gerry Sylvester was named president of Mala 
spina College and Bob Boxweli appointed new city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The city lost a leading figure in 1979, with the death in 
January of Frank Crane. The region agreed with sug¬ 
gestions that the Beban Park area be named after Crane 
to mark his activities in local recreation. 

The province’s residential drug treatment centre at 
Brannen Lake received a ceremonial opening in April, 
1979. By year’s end, however, the centre had not re¬ 
ceived its expected complement of patients, because of a 
court ruling against the referral procedure, and the expen¬ 
sive facility was under heavy fire from critics. 

At Harmac pulp mill, labor troubles were the hallmark 
of the year, with several work stoppages over labor- 
management problems. The 1,500-employee mill lived up 
to its reputation of the most strike-plagued mill in the 
province, with 12 work stoppages in 1979 and some So 
work stoppages during the 1970s.

MONEY PROBLEMS WERE on the minds of all locally 
elected officials, and in early 1979, school district trustees 
found themselves engaged in the unpleasant task of trim¬ 
ming some $550,000 from a $27 million budget. Later in 
the summer, the process was reversed, as trustees were 
able to restore $87,000 worth of cut programs because of 
extra funds. 

The school district carried on its own border war during 
1979—with the school district to the north, Parksvillc- 
Qualicum. Lantzville area students who live in District 
09 but attend District 68 schools are still in a border 
no-man’s land at the end of 1979, but progress has been 
made toward resolving the border problem. 

Elections were in the minds of District 68 trustees, 
too, as first they attempted, unsucossfully, to have the 
board reduced to seven from nine trustees. Theff they 
toyed with the idea of electing all nine trustees every 
two years, but gave that up. 


AT THE SCHOOL BOARD elections in November, three 
new trustees were named, with John DeBoeck, Pat Barron 
and Margo Westrheim joining incumbent Marjorie 
Stewart. 

Meanwhile, trustees are awaiting the outcome of the 
school district’s bid to get out of the Mid-Island Public Em¬ 
ployers Association, with a hearing scheduled for Janu¬ 
ary. 

Several contests went to the courts, and it was a busy 
year for local government in the legal world. 

The contest against the city's conduct of the election 
of Aid. Ada Howden in Wellington in the 1978 November 
election was in the county court, with the city and al¬ 
derman successfully defdhding themselves against those 
charges, but not without time and expense. 

Another alderman did not fare so well in court, when 
Aid. Nelson Allen lost in the libel case brought against 
him by Woodgrove developer Deane Finlayson. The Nanai¬ 
mo regional board also lost—in an appeal of the court order 
that had overturned its subdivision freeze in Coombs-Hil- 
licrs-Errington. 


five votes, of regional board chairman Paul Smith to the 
director's seat in French Creek in the November, 1979, 
elections. 

Those regional district elections brought one new, one 
familiar, and the remainder incumbent, faces to the board, 
with the- election of newcomer Stuart Wright in Cedar, 
former director Peter Ramsay in Lantz.vil!e and incumbents 
Joyce Lockwood, Gabriola; Scotty Sutherland, Extension; 
Olav Saele, Nanoose; Joseph Pullen, Coombs-Hilliers-Er- 
rington, and Smith in French Creek. 

Meanwhile, regional directors studied the status of their 
own system of government during 1979, with rumors abound 
ing about provincial plaps for changes in the districts. A 
request by northern regional directors for their own region, 
however, has not yet been answered. 

The region made some of its own changes, resolving to 
continue operation of Beban Park, with a new manager 
and an advisory commission. Talk of sewers for Lantzville 
stirred up a controversy that will continues into the new 
year. 


ANOTHER GIANT CORPORATION was having its trou 
bles locally during 1979. CP Rail met a solid wall of resis¬ 
tance over its plans to use herbicides along its E & N 
tracks on Vancouver Island. A pesticide board hearing in 
Nanaimo in June resulted in the stopping of CPR's 
plans. 

In other Canadian Pacific news, the company announced 
It would drop the regular run of the ferry Princdss of Vancou¬ 
ver from downtown Nanaimo to downtown Vancouver during 
the winter, starting in early 1980. ‘ 

Air travel provided news on the Nanaimo scene, some 
of it tragic, with the crash in April, 1979, of a Pacific 
Coastal flight to Port Albemi, killing all six aboard. Pa 
cific Coastal had another tragedy later in the year when one 
of its planes crashed on the north end of Vancouver 
Island. 

Nanaimo, with the rest of the province, got its fill of 
politicians in 1979, with the provincial and federal elec¬ 
tions. All three major federal party leaders visited the 
city, but NDPer Ted Miller still easily carried the day in 
the Nanaimo-Alberni riding, with some 5.066 votes more 
than his closest rival. Provincially, NDP MLA Dave 
Stupich was easily re-elected. 


DIRTY TRICKS BECAME a familiar phrase in B.C. in 
1979 and Nanaimo provided a bit of news on the letter-writing 
front when regional board director Norm Hobson con¬ 
firmed he had written letters to editors using a family 
name and old address, not his own. 

And, although Duke Point was the cornerstone of Nan¬ 
aimo economic development, other areas gave residents a 
boost. One shopping centre was completed in 1979, another 
was going up and a third was in the planning stages. Coal, 
once king on central Vancouver Island, was said to have 
future possibilities. Tourism was up by a healthy margin, 
and the annual bathtut^race brought in its share of visi¬ 
tors. 

Malaspina College planned its own 10-year development 
and began a yearlong arduous self-study. 

And, there was even talk in 1979 of bringing a group of 
coastal mountain goats to Vancouver Island.

Nits and nats of winter vote lunacy

If, as the poem says, 
only mad dogs and Eng¬ 
lishmen go out in the 
noon day sun, what could 
be said for Canadians 
who go out in mid-win¬ 
ter elections? 


There has already been 
some suggestion that the 
Feb. 18 federal election is 
a form of political mad¬ 
ness, coming as it will at 
a time when large num¬ 
bers of citizens are liable 
to be icebound, snow¬ 
bound or debt-bound 
from Christmas. If so, it 
is by no means a new 
wave of lunacy, but the 
simple revival of a good 
old standard Canadian 
madness. 


It doesn’t, of course, 
occur with great regular¬ 
ity. The last unseason¬ 
able federal election was 
on March 31,1958. That's 
actually 10 days after the 
beginning of spring, but 
in many parts of Canada 
it’s still considered win¬ 
ter— sometimes at its 
worst. 


The number of winter 
elections gets passing 
reference in a 28-page 
fact sheet produced with 
almost amazing speed by 
chief electoral officer 
Jean-Marc Hamel and 
his staff as background 
information for 'he next 
kick at the nation’s politi¬ 
cal cat. 


It is not the rarest of 
events as some believe, 
but something that will 
actually be happening for 


Some other tidbits of 
data that may or may not 
arouse a hibernating Ca¬ 
nadian electorate as the 


32nd federal election 
draws closer: 

• You may not be sur¬ 
prised to learn that more 
than 15 million Cana¬ 
dians will be eligible to 
vote, but the number of 
people working on the 
election under the direc¬ 
tion of Hamel may have 
more impact. Once you 
get by the chief electoral 
officer’s permanent Ot¬ 
tawa staff of 45, the fig¬ 
ure jumps to more than 
150,000 across the coun¬ 
try in the form of return¬ 
ing officers, DROs, poll 
clerks, revising officers 
and revising agents, ac¬ 
counting staff, and vari¬ 
ous other folks. 

• The country has 282 
electoral districts. On¬ 
tario has the most seats 
up for grabs — 95. Quc 
bee is next with 75 and 
B.C. a distant third with 
28. 


• The 11,537,909 votes 
cast in the election last 
May 22 represented 
about 76 per cent of the 
total , number of eligible 
voters. 

• To be qualified to 
vote, you must be at least 
18 years of age on elec¬ 
tion day, be a Canadian 
citizen and live in Can¬ 
ada. 

• The list of those not 
qualified to vote may be 
more interesting. It in¬ 
cludes Hamel, assistant 
chief electoral officer 
John P. Dcwis; returning 
officers (except when 
there is a tied vote on a 
judicial recount); feder¬ 
ally appointed judges 
(excluding citizenship 
judges), inmates of penal 
institutions; persons 
whose actions have been 
confined because ri'f men¬ 
tal disease, and those af¬ 
fected by laws relating to 


the disqualification of 
electors for corrupt or 
illegal practices. 

• There is different 
treatment for the city 
voter and-his country 
cousin. Urban voters 
must have their names on 
the voters’ list before 
they can vote. Rural 
voters may vote if 
vouched for by someone 
already on the list in their 
polling divisions. 

• At least one advance 
poll in each urban area of 
an electoral district must 
have a “level access” to 
permit physically handi¬ 
capped electors to cast 
ballots. 

• Proxy voting is open 
to fishermen, mariners, 
aircrews, forestry and 
topographical crews, 
prospectors and trappers 
who will be absent from 
their polling division, the 
ill and physically incapa¬ 


citated, and students liv¬ 
ing away from their con¬ 
stituencies to attend 
recognized educational 
institutions within Can¬ 
ada. Anothervotcrwho.se 
name appears on the 
same list of electors may 
be appointed to cast the 
proxy vote. Those who 
need to use this provi¬ 
sion have to contact their 
returning officer. 

•You probably 
wouldn’t have guessed 
there were as many as 
nine registered political 
parties in the last elec¬ 
tion. In addition to the 
Conservatives, Liberals, 
NDP and Social Credit, 
they included tho Com 
munists, Marxist-Lenin- 
ists, Parti Rhinoceros 
(who added a needed 
touch of levity), the 
Union Populairc and Lib¬ 
ertarians. 

..•The spending limit 


placed on candidates and 
parties for the first time 
in the last election will be 
based on the same voters' 
lists this time, since there 
has been no time for a 
new enumeration. In an 
average district with 50,- 
000 names on the list, the 
candidate would be limit¬ 
ed to spending no more 
than $26,250. 

The results of what 
happened last time would 
not indicate that too 
many candidates feel 
their spending was too 
restricted. A majority of 
the 1,424 candidates 
spent less than 80 per 
cent of the the allowable 
amounts. Of 849 endorsed 
by the four major par¬ 
ties, only 376 spent 80 per 
cent or more. 

• Candidates and re¬ 
gistered political parties 
reported total spending 
of $28,149,776 in the last

election and were reim¬ 
bursed to the tune Of $10,- 
506,614. Under the Elec 
tions Act, parties and 
candidates are allowed 
this reimbursement for 
their expenses.

Solution nearer for Quatse campsite woes 


PORT HARDY — The 
Quatse River campsite, 
which has been causing Mt. 
Waddington regional direc¬ 
tors some problems, may be 
within sight of a solution. 

More than a dozen parties 
have expressed interest in 
leasing the campsite, a step 
recommended to directors 
by the regioral secretary- 
treasurer. 

Requests came for the in¬ 
formation package outlining 
(he proposed lease, which 
has a renewing clause after 
a five-year period. 

Three people have fol¬ 
lowed up the original re¬ 
quests with phone calls and 
another indicated interest in 
inspecting the campsite. 


Most of them who have 
expressed interest are Is¬ 
land residents, regional em¬ 
ployee Dennis Caldwell told 
directors. 


Meanwhile, use of the 
campsite continues to de¬ 
crease with the advent of the 
Winter season. 


In October, occupancy was 
only half of the September 
figure and utilization of the 
campsite facilities dropped 
from 54 per cent to 27 per 
cent, or 374 camper days 
down from the September 
figure of 730. 

Usage is expected to fall 
again when the November 
figures are tallied, but those 
are expected to remain at 


about 15 to 20 per cent usage 
between December and Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Revenues declined to 
$1,002 in October from $2,271 
the previous month and ex¬ 
penses rose from $3,602 to 
$4,319 in October.

The other nude beach will 
be at Earls Dyke in York¬ 
shire, where council decided 
to allot nudists a stretch of 
beach virtually unknown to 
the general public. 

Encouraged by growing 
recognition, nudists are be¬ 
ginning to publicize their ac¬ 
tivities in an effort to per¬ 
suade councils that nudism 
is a normal, healthy pur¬ 
suit. 

Swimming and sunbathing 
in the nude are not the bla¬ 
tant manifestation of any 
“warped sexual obsession,” 
says a spokesman for the 
Central Council for British 
Naturism, but merely "an 
enjoyable and natural way to 
relax." 


People bite 
more often 
than rats 

WASHINGTON (AP) — More people in New 
York City are bitten by fellow human beings than by 
rats, a new study says. 

People were blamed for 892 of the bites reported 
’ to the New York CHy health department in 1977, 
compared with only 229 bites from wild rats. 

That pul humans in third place among biters 
after dogs (22.076 reports) and cats (1,152). Other 
rodents, including squirrels and laboratory rats, 
caused several hundred other bites. 

"Human biles are a serious medical and surgi 
cal problem," says ‘he study in the latest issue of 
Public Hea l(h Reports, a monthly ^magazine pub¬ 
lished by theU.S. health department. 

Nearly three-fourths of the human bites took 
place during some aggressive activity—fighting, 
mugging or resisting arrest. One-fourth of all bites 
were accidental, occurring during sports, rough¬ 
housing and the like. 

Most people were bitten on the hands and 
fingers—61 per cent—but 15 per cent were bitten on 
the head and neck, 12 per cent on the chest or other 
parts of the trunk and the rest below that. 

The authors say human bites “appear to have a 
definite seasontility." with the peak months in the 
spring rnd early summer. The fewest bites were 
reported in January and February.

NATO ponders anti-Kremlin moves

Moslem insurgents and dissident Af¬ 
ghan army soldiers were reported Tuesday 
still fighting Soviet troops in the rugged 
Afghanistan countryside. 

The United States and its NATO allies, 
meanwhile, pressed a diplomatic offensive 
against Kremlin domination of its Mos¬ 
lem neighbor. A boycott of the Olympic 
Games in Moscow this summer was among 
the proposed responses. 

Soviet forces reoccupied a post in Ba- 
dakshan province near the Chinesc-Afgh- 
anistan border after 90 hours of fighting 
with heavy casualties on both sides, a cor- 


had been surrounded by Moslem rebels, 
Jang reported. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
ended a meeting in Brussels vowing to 
study a number of retaliatory measures 
against the Soviet Union for sending thou¬ 
sands of troops into Afghanistan to sup¬ 
press Moslem insurgents trying to over¬ 
throw Marxist rule. 

A source said the NATO diplomats “in¬ 
dicated a strong sense of solidarity" in 
their effort to come up with a “credible,

‘Have a nice day ’ 
high on hit list 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich. (UPI) — 
“Have a nice day,” and “You know” begin 
the 1980 Dishonor List of Words Banished 
from the Queen’s English by the Unicom 
Hunters of Lake Superior State College. 

In their sixth year of banning words, the Unicom 
Hunters—a group of writers, artists, poets and 
other language purists at the college—received 
more than 2,000 letters of nomination from around 
the country. 

"Have a nice day” and “You know”—dubbed 
the “scourges of the 70s" by the Unicorn Hunters— 
were most often cited for dishonor and banish¬ 
ment. 

The Unicom Hunters warned telephone opera¬ 
tors in particular to e id saying “Have a nice day” 
unless they are certain their customers are not 
calling morticians, hospitals or airline offices to 
check casualty lists. 

Here are some of the other words and phrases 
banished in 1980: 

• “Ballpark figure” as a substitute for “ap¬ 
proximately” because the phrase “does a disservice 
to a sport which, above all others, maintains accu¬ 
rate statistics ad nauseum." 

• “It's the pits” because Jeffery Pittz of Bel¬ 
mont, Wis., says pits are not necessarily bad 
places. 

• “In the time frame of. . .” as a replacement 
for “point of time.” 

• “In the public interest” because the phrase 
frequently is used by people who don’t have the 
public interest in mind. 

• "Surely if we can send a man to the moon we 
can. . . ” because it is an “an overworked 
phrase." 

• “No problem” because when someone says 
this, there almost always is a problem involved. 

• “Pre-boarding,” a phrase used by some air¬ 
lines, because “How can you board an airplane 
before you board It?" 

• “The Athens of the .” because the phrase is 
used to describe almost any town big enough to have 
its own marching band. 

• “Podium," something a speaker stands on, 
when used in place of “lectern,” something a 
speaker stands behind. 


Trawler crews on strike 


ST. JOHN’S, NFLD. (CP) — Crews 
of 79 deepsea trawlers operated by six 
major Newfoundland fish companies 
went on strike today to back demands 
for a new two-year contract. 

Richard G'ashin, president of the 
Newfoundland Fishermen, Food and 
Allied Workers Union, said Tuesday 
night there had been no new develop¬ 
ments or offers from the companies. 
Negotiations broke down Dec. 21. 

It was reported that negotiations 
would resume here next Tuesday. 

The vessels were to start returning 
,o the lishing grounds today following 
the Christmas holiday period. 

The companies, with plants in 11 
ports in Newfoundland, have offered 
the 1,500 trawlermen an ISl’per cent 


increase over two years. The union 
wants 11 per cent in each year of a 
two-year contract. The last contract 
expired Oct. 31. 

Fisheries Products Ltd. owns and 
operates 39 of the vessels, the Lake 
Group has 28 stern trawlers and Na¬ 
tional Sea Products Ltd., 12. 

Meanwhile, 40 oeepsea trawlers re¬ 
mained tied up in Nova Scotia ports 
today threatening large layoffs in fish 
plants by the end of this week. 

Skippers of the vessels are protest¬ 
ing federal quotas for haddock, cod 
and pollocj which they say are inade¬ 
quate. 

A spokesman for the skippers said 
Monday the 'rawler’s share of the Gulf 


of St. Lawrence fishery had been re¬ 
duced to 14 per cent from 32 per cent 
since 1977. 

If the 1980 quotas remain in effect, 
he said, the offshore fishery would be 
reduced from a year-round operation 
to a 10 month fishery. 

But D ..jandy) MacLean, Nova 
Seoti. aeputy fisheries minister, 
said the skippers should have re¬ 
mained at work while working out 
their differences with the govern 
ment. 

“I don’t know why they’re so uptight 
at this time of year,” he said, addin” 
he was conce 1 ed about the figures the 
captains were using to support their 
arguments.

ed reception hall in this 
isolated northern mining 
town. 

The blaze, at a party at¬ 
tended by up to 400 persons 
at the local reception hall, 
was Canada's worst build¬ 
ing fire in more than 40 
years. A 1938 fire at Sacred 
Heart College in St. Hya- 
cinthe, Que., took the lives of 
46 persons. 

Among the injured in Cha- 
pais, at least eight are re¬ 
ported to be in critical condi¬ 
tion. 

The tragedy began early 
Tuesday morning after fir 
tree branches decorating the 
walls of the hall began burn¬ 
ing. Witnesses reported see¬ 
ing one reveller showing off 
his new cigarette lighter by 
trying to set fire to the 
Christmas tree just before 
the blaze started. 

Norman Bedard, who 
works for Falconbridge Cop¬ 
per of Toronto, the town’s 
principal employer which 
sponsored the ill-fated party, 
said when the fire first start¬ 
ed, people didn’t take it seri¬ 
ously and kept on dancing. 
But panic set in shortly 
after. 

People escaping from the 
building “were like walk¬ 
ing torches as their nylon 
clothing burned,” he said. 

Those who did get out were 
faced with bitter cold tem¬ 
peratures— about -20C—and 
half a metre of snow. 

Bedard said mzfiy of the 
injuries resulted from burn¬ 
ing fir branches that deco¬ 
rated the hall’s ceiling and 
which fell to the ground. The 
branches had been hanging 
for about three weeks and 
were very dry.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — 
Pope John Paul on Tuesday- 
condemned the reported 
buildup of sophisticated mis¬ 
siles in Europe and warned 
of the “terrible nightmare" 
of nuclear war. 

In his strongest criticism 
to date of the missiles, the 
pope said the recent decision 
“to pile up many means of 
destruction in the cradle of 
civilization has forced the 
people to look toward the 
future with anxiety.” 

“They (means of destruc¬ 
tion) could destroy the fruits 
of this rich civilization. . . 
reducing cities and villages 
to a pile of rubble," hq 
sa’-’. 

Although he did not make 
any specific reference to 
countries, Vatican sources 
said the pontiff probably re¬ 
ferred to both a reported 
Soviet missile buildup and a 
corresponding decision by 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to go ahead 
with a modern'zed nuclear 
missile system In Western 
Europe. 

The pope spelled out- 


quoting unnamed scientists 
—the “immediate and terri¬ 
ble consequences' of nu- 
Vlear war which, he said, 
could wipe out 50 million to 
200 million people and cause 
genetic mutations. 

He told an audience of 20.- 
000 faithful at a i-Jew Year's 
mass at St. Peter's Bas lica 


that “the people around the 
world must be told of the 
terrible nightmare a nuclear 
war can bring.” 

Two hundred of more than 
50,000 nuclear bombs exist¬ 
ing in the world today would 
be sufficient to destroy most 
major cities around the 
globe, he said. 


Revellers run riot 
from Reno casinos 

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Thousands of revellers streamed 
out of downtown casinos to celebrate New Year’s Eve, then 
ran amok for three hours early Tuesday, stoning policemen 
and smashing store windows. Police used tear gas to 
disperse the mob and detained 100 people. 

One man was seriously injured as the mob rampaged 
through several blocks around the downtown’s glittering 
casinos early Tuesday 

“They iust went crazy,” said Dennis Mack, manager of a 
pawn shop that was looted of $20,000 worth of goods. “They 
were acting like animals.

Duke Point rocky question for 80 s

NANAIMO — Residents of this city faced 1979, confi¬ 
dent it would be one big blast. Now, a year later, 
most are confused and unsure about Nanaimo’s big¬ 
gest economic news in decades—the Duke Point develop¬ 
ment. 

Rock-clearing blasts throughout the first half of 1979 
signified that work was going ahead on the multi-million-dol- 
lar port-industrial development. 

But in mid-1979, the work on the project was halted by 
an Inter-jurisdictional dispute. IWA workers at the new 
Doman's sawmill at Duke Point have caused Building 
Trades Council workers to stay away. 

As Nanaimo enters 1980, it looks like work on the Duke 
Point project itself won’t resume until the Doman mill is 
completed in May or June. Meanwhile, a bitterly split 
city council has made arrangements to extend servicing to 
Duke Point, once the land reserved for the port is safeguard¬ 
ed. And, Nanaimo Harbor Commission chairman Don Raw¬ 
lins has said that economic conditions will probably keep 
that port from being built in the immediate future. 

MEANWHILE, DUKE POINT was only one of the 
divisive issues faced by a city council frequently split by 5-4 
votes and bitter debate. 

The council entered the year concerned over its own 
committee system, but Mayor Frank Ney revamped the 
committees in early 1979 and again in December. The 
issue of whether aldermen should be elected by ward or 
at large also continued to be a hot council item, and plans 
for a November referendum on the topic fell through 
when there was not enough time to process the needed 
bylaws. 

The council has now committed itself to a 1980 vote on 
the ward topic. 

Other issues brought a more solid front. The city 
adopted its own community plan and an accompanying 
zoning bylaw. The entire council went to Victoria, to 
ask the province for more amalgamation money. 

That trip paid off in March, when the province gave the 
city additional restructure funds to cover cost of amalgama¬ 
tion. The year 1980 marks the magic five years after 
amalgamation, and the city of Nanaimo will shoulder 
responsibility for all road and police costs. 

MONEY PROBLEMS WERE on the minds of all locally 
elected officials, and In early 1979, school district trustees 
found themselves engaged in the unpleasant task of trim¬ 
ming some $550,000 from a $27 million budget. Later in 
Ihe summer, the process was reversed, as trustees were 
able to restore $87,000 worth of cut programs because of 
extra funds. 

The school district carried on its own border war during 
1979—with the school district to the north, Parksville- 
Qualicum. Lantzville area students who live in District 
09 but attend District 68 schools are still In a border 
no-man's land at the end of 1979, but progress has been 
made toward resolving the border problem. 

Elections were in the minds of District 68 trustees, 
too, as first they attempted, unsucessfully, to have the 
board reduced to seven from nine trustees. Then they 
toyed with the idea of electing all nine trustees every 
two years, but gave that up. 


AT THE SCHOOL BOARD elections in November, three 
new trustees were named, with John DeBoeck, Pat Barron 
and Margo Westrheim joining incumbent Marjorie 
Stewart. 

Meanwhile, trustees are awaiting the outcome of the 
school district’s bid to get out of the Mid-Island Public Em¬ 
ployers Association, with a hearing scheduled for Janu¬ 
ary. 

Several contests went to the courts, and It was a busy 
year for local government in the legal world. 

The contest against the city's conduct of the election 
of Aid. Ada Howden in Wellington in the 1978 November 
election was in the county court, with the city and al¬ 
derman successfully defending themselves against those 
charges, but not without time and expense. 

Another alderman did not fare so well in court, when 
Aid. Nelson Allen lost in the libel case brought against 
him by Woodgrove developer Deane Finlayson. The Nanai¬ 
mo regional board also lost—in an appeal of the court order 
that had overturned its subdivision freeze in Coombs-Hil- 
liers-Errington. 

STILL PENDING IS A petition against the election, by 


five votes, of regional board chairman Paul Smith to the 
director’s seat in French Creek in the November, 1979, 
elections. 

Those regional district elections brought one new, one 
familiar, and the remainder Incumbent, faces to the board, 
with the election of newcomer Stuart Wright in Cedar, 
former director Peter Ramsay in Lantzville and incumbents 
Joyce Lockwood, Gabrtola; Scotty Sutherland, Extension; 
Olav Sacle, Nanoose; Joseph Pullen, Coombs-Hilliers-Er- 
rington, and Smith in French Creek. 

Meanwhile, regional directors studied the status of their 
own system of government during 1979, with rumors abound¬ 
ing about provincial plans for changes in the districts. A 
request by northern regional directors for their own region, 
however, has not yet been answered. 

The region made some of its own changes, resolving to 
continue operation of Beban Park, with a new manager 
and an advisory commission. Talk of sewers for Lantzville 
stirred up a controversy that will continues into the new 
year. 

TWO NEW FACES APPEARED on the city’s adminis¬ 
trative scene in 1979. Both the city and Malaspina College 


were successful—on their second tries—in finding men for 
top posts. Gerry Sylvester was named president of Mala¬ 
spina College and Bob Boxwell appointed new city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

The city lost a leading figure in 1979, with the death in 
January of Frank Crane. The region agreed with sug¬ 
gestions that the Beban Park area be named after Crane 
to mark his activities in local recreation. 

The province's residential drug treatment centre at 
Brannen Lake received a ceremonial opening in April, 
1979. By year’s end, however, the centre had not re¬ 
ceived its expected complement of patients, because of a 
court ruling against the referral procedure, and the expen¬ 
sive facility was under heavy fire from critics. 

At Harmac pulp mill, labor troubles were the hallmark 
of the year, with several work stoppages over labor- 
management problems. The 1,500-employee mill lived up 
to its reputation of the most strike-plagued mill in the 
province, with 12 work stoppages in 1979 and some 50 
work stoppages during the 1970s. 

ANOTHER GIANT CORPORATION was having its trou¬ 
bles locally during 1979. CP Rail met a solid wail of resis 
tance over its plans to use herbicides along its E & N 
tracks on Vancouver Island. A pesticide board hearing in 
Nanaimo in June resulted in the stopping of CPR’s 
plans. 

In other Canadian Pacific news, the company announced 
it would drop the regular run of the ferry Princess of Vaneou- 
• ver from downtown Nanaimo to downtown Vancouver during 
the winter, starting in early 1980. 

Air travel provided news on the Nanaimo scene, some 
of it tragic, with the crash in April, 1979, of a Pacific- 
Coastal flight to Port Albemi, killing all six aboard. Pa¬ 
cific Coastal had another tragedy later in the year when one 
of its planes crashed on the north end of Vancouver 
Island. 

Nanaimo, with the rest of the province, got its fill of 
politicians in 1979, with the provincial and federal elec¬ 
tions. All three major federal party leaders visited the 
city, but NDPer Ted Miller still easily carried the day in 
the Nanaimo-Albemi riding, with some 5,000 votes more 
than his closest rival. Provincially, NDP MLA Dave 
Stupich was easily re-elected. 

DIRTY TRICKS BECAME a familiar phrase in B.C. in 
1979 and Nanaimo provided a bit of news on the letter-writing 
front when regional board director Norm Hobson con 
firmed he had written letters to editors using a family 
name and old address, not his own. 

And, although Duke Point was the cornerstone of Nan¬ 
aimo economic development, other areas gave residents a 
boost. One shopping centre was completed in 1979, another 
was going up and a third was in the planning stages. Coal, 
once king on central Vancouver Island, was said to have 
future possibilities. Tourism was up by a healthy margin, 
and the annual bathtub race brought in its share of visi¬ 
tors. 

Malaspina College planned its own 10-year development 
and began a year-long arduous self-study. 

And, there was even talk in 1979 of bringing a group of 
coastal mountain goats to Vancouver Island. 

FOR NANAIMO RESIDENTS, 1979 brought a few sur¬ 
prises, and gave promise of more in 1980. 


Solution nearer for Quatse campsite woes 


PORT HARDY — The 
Quatse River campsite, 
which has been causing Mt. 
Waddington regional direc¬ 
tors some problems, may be 
within sight of a solution. 

More than a dozen parties 
have expressed interest in 
leasing the campsite, a step 
recommended to directors 
by the regional secretary- 
treasurer. 

Requests caine for Ihe in¬ 
formation package outlining 
the proposed lease, which 
has a renewing clause alter 
a five-year period. 

Three people have fol- 
lowed up the original reS' ~ 
quests with phone calls and 
another indicated interest in 


inspecting the campsite. 

Most of them who have 
expressed interest are Is¬ 
land residents, regional em¬ 
ployee Dennis Caldwell told 
directors. 

Meanwhile, use of the 
campsite continues to de¬ 
crease with the advent of the 
winter season. 

In October, occupancy was 
only half of the September 
figure and utilization of the 
campsite facilities dropped 
from 54 per cent to 27 per 
cent, or 374 camper days 
down from the September 
figure of 730. 

Usage is expected to fall 
again when the November 
figures are tallied, but those 
are expected to remain at 


about 15 to 20 per cent usage 
between December and Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Revenues declined to 
$1,002 in October from $2,271 
the previous month and ex¬ 
penses rose from $3,602 to 
$4,319 in October. 

Meanwhile, the regional’s 
economic development com¬ 
mission is one of three for 
which the B.C. government- 
has made grants available, 
which total 70 per cent of the 
budgeted 1980 costs. 

The grant to the local com¬ 
mission will be $51,800, sug¬ 
gesting a total budget of 
more than $70,000. 

Costs not covered by the 
provincial government are 
shared by Mt. Waddington 


Regional District and 
Comox-Strathcona Regional 
District. t 

The latter regional district 
established the commission 
last year and hired Arthur 
Burgess as the director. 

When the commission was 
established, the government 
made a commitment for a 
three-year period, which 
provided funding up to 90 per 
cent in 1979, 70 per cent in 
1980 and 50 per cent after 
that. 

The commission is com¬ 
posed of some regional 
directors and local business¬ 
men, who are responsible for „ 
co-ordination and promqtion 
of economic development 


activities in the regional dis¬ 
tricts. They identify busi¬ 
ness opportunities and en¬ 
courage development of 
such opportunities. 

Meanwhile, Port Hardy al¬ 
dermen have received and 
filed a letter protesting Sun¬ 
day opening of businesses. 

The letter came from 
Marlene DiMareo and was 
the second on the ‘opic to be 
received by council.

The B.C. Land Commission has approved a contro¬ 
versial application to construct a private airstrip on 
agricultural land on Mayne Island. 

The approval is for conditional use of the land for five 
years and Its renewal depends on how well the air¬ 
strip company adheres to restrictions laid down by the 
commission. 

The strip will be built near Village Bay and the runway 
and drainage works involved in the project will take up 
only 2.5 of the 20 acres of agricultural land involved in 
the application. _ 

The commission concluded in Vancouver that the air¬ 
strip will not “debilitate the future agricultural potential 
of the site." 

It said an irrigation pond which will drain the 450- 
metre strip will increase the land’s capability for live¬ 
stock a id hay production. The commission also ordered that 
the runway be seeded with grass and not gravelled. 

The strip is to be available for the private use of five 


island property owners headed by Peter Smith, president of 
Mayne Airfield Inc. 

The commission stated that one of these five individ¬ 
uals must establish an on going liaison” with a repre¬ 
sentative of the Village Bay Preservation Association 
whicu has fought the airstrip application for months. 

At a public meeting to discuss the project in October 
there were many objections that the airstrip would be 
noisy. 

Association president Dennis Wood said his group was 
reluctant to appoint a representative to work with the 
airstrip company because "that would look as tnough 
we accept it as a fait accompli.” 

He said his association will ask the civil aviation branch 
of Transport Canada to study the situation to see if 
any regulations are being infringed, 

Wood said his association also has a letter from a B.C. 
Ferries representative expressing concern that the flight 
path of the planes taking off and landing is direct¬ 
ly in line with the ferry terminal at Village Bay. 


Bible will be taught 
as living literature 


NANAIMO — Remember 
David and Bathseba, 
Jacob's ladder, Jesus' temp¬ 
tations, Job's trials and 
Noah's ark? 

Most people would agree 
that these characters and 
stories come from a book 
that contains the liest of a 
great peoples’ literature 
during nearly 10 centuries. 
That book is the Bible. It is 
regarded throughout the 
Western World as the most 
important of the world’s 
books. Though it is highly 
esteemed it is rarely read. 

One reason for this lack 
of readership says Bob Lane, 
philosophy Instructor at Ma¬ 
laspina College, is that too 
often people use the Bible 
“to beat others on the head, 


to prove a moralistic point, 
or to get their way.” 

“.When it is possible to 
get beneath the pious com¬ 
ments about the Bible and 
get directly to the work, it 
becomes a rich and reward¬ 
ing text. It is a remarkable 
text marked by three char¬ 
acteristics: It is collective 
rather than individual in in¬ 
spiration and workmanship; 
it is realistic rather than 
idealistic in manner; it is 
free ami flexible rather than 
constrained In form." 

In the spring semester, 
Lane will be teaching ghj- 
losophy in literature rn 
which the Bible will be the 
textbook; not any edition of 
the Bible, but the Ernest 
Bates edition, designed to be 
read as living literature. 


"Bringing philosophy and 
literature together in a 
course like this can capital¬ 
ize on the stong point-, of 
each discipline," Lane com¬ 
ments. 

"Literature helps us to see 
the world through another's 
eyes, teaches us to hold back 
judgment until we have all 
the facts and asks us to 
imagine how we would and 
how we should act in differ¬ 
ent situations. 

“Philosophy does some¬ 
thing else. It worries about 
propositions, arguments, be¬ 
liefs, in an attempt to under¬ 
stand how we can say true 
things about the world and 
how we might come to un¬ 
derstand better our place 
within the world."

No. 2-ranked Alabama rolled over 
sixth-ranked Arkansas 24-9 in the Sugar 
Bowl and No. 3 Southern California rallied 
to nip top ranked Ohio State 17-16 in the 
Rose Bowl on Tuesday, allowing the two 
winners to lay claim to the college football 
championship for the second straight sea¬ 
son. 

Last year, Alabama became national 
champion after being selected first in 
The Associated Press poll by 38 voters. 
Runner-up Southern Cal was picked first 
by 19 voters. Both teams had lost once. 

This year, Alabama finished at 12-0 
after the Sugar Bowl victory extended the 
country’s longest winning streak to 21 
games. Southern Cal’s record was 11-0-i, 
with a tie to Stanford the only blemish. 

Major Ogilvie scored on runs of 22 
yards and one yard and set up a field goal 
with a 50-yard punt return to lead Alabama 
to an impressive victory. 

“I feel we’re deserving of the honor of 
being No. 1,” said Alabama coach Bear 
Bryant, whose 205th victory at Alabama 
tied Ohio State’s Woody Hayes for the No. 2 
spot in triumphs at one major school. 

HELSMAN TROPHY winner Charles 
White, who set two Rose Bowl records in 
rushing for 247 yards in 39 carries, dove for 
one yard with 1:54 left to lift Southern Cali¬ 
fornia past previously unbeaten Ohio 
State. 

“We deserve consideration to be No. I 
in the nation," said Southern Cal coach 
John Robinson. 

But the losing Sugar Bowl coach was 
equally certain his team had succumbed 
to the national champion. 

“I said it before and 1 said it now — I 
don’t think there is anybody in the coun¬ 
try who can beat Alabama," said Arkansas 
coach Lou Holtz. 

While Alabama pulled away from a 
plucky Arkansas team. Southern Cal 
pulled out a squeaker. White opened the 
winning drive from the Southern Cal 17 
with a 32-yard run and then ran to his right 
for 29 more yards. He finished the drive 
by carrying the ball four times for 12 yards 
and the winning touchdown. 

Vlade Janakievski kicked a Rose Bowl 
record three field goals, giving the No. 1 
ranked Buckeyes a 16-10 lead in the fourth 
quarter. 

Eric Hipp, whose extra point after 
White’s touchdown was the final margin of 
victory, began the scoring by booting a 
41-yard field goal in the first quarter. The 
Pacific 10 champion Trojans made it 10-0 
on a 53-yard pass play from quarterback 
Paul McDonald to Kevin Williams. 

But the Big Ten champion Buckeyes 
knotted the game at 10-10 at halftime on 
Janakievski’s 35-yard field goal and a 67- 
yard pass play from quarterback Art 
Schlichter to Gary Williams. In all, 
Schlichter connected on 11 passes in 21 
attempts for 297 yards 

Janakievski kicked a 35-yard field goal 
to pull the Buckeyes ahead 13-10 in the 


third quarter and booted a 24-yarder with 
9:42 left in the game. 

FIFTH-RANKED Oklahoma struck 
for two touchdowns in a 36-second span, the 
first on a 61-yard run by 1. C. Watts and the 
other following one of three interceptions 
by Bud Hebert, and snapped fourth-ranked 
Florida State’s 15-game winning streak 
with a 24-7 triumph in the Orange Bowl 
Tuesday. 

Watts's long touchdown scamper In the 
first four minutes of the second quar 
ter enabled the Big Eight Conference 
champions to tie it 7-7, and Hebert's inter¬ 
ception of a Jimmy Jordan pass came on 
the next play, setting up Stanley Wilson’s 
five-yard scoring run that put Oklahoma 
ahead to stay. 

The Sooners added a touchdown with 
just under two minutes left in the game 
when Watts dashed 12 yards around the 
right side and pitched out to all-America 
Billy Sims, who went the final 22 yards for 
the score.

NATO ponders anti-Kremlin moves

Moslem insurgents and dissident Af¬ 
ghan army soldiers were reported Tuesday 
still fighting Soviet troops in the rugged 
Afghanistan countryside. 

The United States and its NATO allies, 
meanwhile, pressed a diplomatic offensive 
against Kremlin domination of its Mos¬ 
lem neighbor. A boycott of the Olympic 
Games in Moscow this summer was among 
the proposed responses. 

Soviet forces reoccupied a post in Ba- 
dakshan province near the Chincse-Afgh- 
anislan border after 90 hours of fighting 
with heavy casuhlties on both sides, a cor¬ 


respondent for the Pakistan newspaper 
Jang reported. 

The newspaper said the rebel lead¬ 
ership issued a news release saying Soviet 
military planes dropped napalm, killing 
women and children. The locations of 
the alleged raids were not given. 

The newspaper said Moslem rebels 
claimed to have captured another mili¬ 
tary base at Pakan Serai after a three-day 
battle in which a brigadier-general and 
nine other Afghan army officers desert¬ 
ed to the rebel forces. 

Soviet troops and Afghan army forces 
also fought each other at Merikot, which 


had been surrounded by Moslem rebels, 
Jang reported. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
ended a meeting in Brussels vowing to 
study a number of retaliatory measures 
against the Soviet Union for sending thou¬ 
sands of troops into Afghanistan to sup¬ 
press Moslem insurgents trying to over¬ 
throw Marxist rule. 

A source said the NATO diplomats “in¬ 
dicated a strong sense of solidarity" in 
their effort to come up with a “credible, 
firm response” to Moscow’s actions, and 
that the Olympic Games boycott and a 
cut in Western commercial credits to 


the Soviet Union are being studied. No 
decision was made on any measure, the 
source said. 

Diplomats in Brussels said NATO might 
also consider increased arms sales to Paki¬ 
stan, whose Moslem government has ex¬ 
pressed grave fears about the Soviet pres¬ 
ence in neighboring Afghanistan. Revised 
troop estimates placed 40,000 troops in 
the country, a Western diplomatic source 
said. 

The SoviSt army, said to have suffered 
250 casualties during last Thursday's coup 
overthrowing the Kabul government of 
President Hafizullah Amin, is spreading

high on hit list 

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich. (UPI) — 
“Have a nice day,” and “You know” begin 
the 1980 Dishonor List of Words Banished 
from the Queen’s English by the Unicorn 
Hunters of Lake Superior State College. 

In their sixth year of banning words, the Unicom 
Hunters—a .group of writers, artists, poets and 
other language purists at the college—received 
more than 2,000 letters of nomination from around 
the country. 

"Have a nice day" and "You know’’—dubbed 
the “scourges of the 70s" by the Unicom Hunters— 
were most often cited for dishonor and banish¬ 
ment. ,t 

The Unicom Hunters warned telephone opera¬ 
tors in particular to avoid saying “Have a nice day” 
unless they are certain their customers are not 
calling morticians, hospitals or airline offices to 
check casualty lists. 

Here are some of the other words and phrases 
banished in 1980: 

• “Ballpark figure” as a substitute for “ap¬ 
proximately" because the phrase “docs a disservice 
to a sport which, above all others, maintains accu¬ 
rate statistics ad nauseum.” 

• “It’s the pits" because Jeffery Pittz of Bel¬ 
mont, Wis., says pits are not necessarily bad 
places. 

• "In the time frame of . . .” as a replacement 
for “point of time." 

• “In the public interest" because the phrase 
frequently is used by people who don’t have the 
public interest in mind. 

• “Surely if we can send a man to the moon we 
can. . . ” because it is an "an overworked 
phrase.” 

• “No problem" because when someone says 
this, there almost always is a problem involved. 

• “Pre-boarding,” a phrase used by some air¬ 
lines, because “How can you board an airplane 
before you board it?” 

• “The Athens of the. . .” because the phrase is 
used to describe almost any town big enough to have 
its own marching band. 

• “Podium,” something a speaker stands on. 
when used in place of “lectern," something a 
speaker stands behind. 


Trawler crews on strike 


ST. JOHN’S, NFLD. (CP) — Crews 
of 79 deepsea trawlers operated by six 
major Newfoundland fish companies 
went on strike today to back demands 
for a new two-year contract. (See ear¬ 
lier story page 32). 

Richard Cashin, president of the 
Newfoundland Fishermen, Food and 
Allied Workers Union, said Tuesday 
night there had been no new develop¬ 
ments or offers from the companies. 
Negotiations broke down Dec. 21. 

It was reported that negotiations 
would resume here next Tuesday. 

The vessels were to start returning 
to the fishing grounds today following 
the Christmas holiday period. 

The companies, with plants in 11 
ports in Newfoundland, have offered 


the 1,500 trawlermen an 12 per cent 
increase over two years. The union 
wants 11 per cent in each year of a 
two-year contract. The last contract 
expired Oct. 31. 

Fisheries Products Ltd. owns and 
operates 39 of the vessels, the Lake 
Group has 28 stem trawlers and Na¬ 
tional Sea Products Ltd., 12. 

Meanwhile, 40 deepsea trawlers re¬ 
mained tied up in Nova Scotia ports 
today threatening large layoffs in fish 
plants by the end of this week. 

Skippers of the vessels are protest¬ 
ing federal quotas for haddock, cod 
and pollock which they say are inade¬ 
quate. 

A spokesman for the skippers said

Those who did get out were 
faced with bitter cold tem¬ 
peratures— about 20C—and 
half a metre of snow. 

Bedard said many of the 
injuries resulted from burn¬ 
ing fir branches that deco¬ 
rated the hall’s ceiling and 
which fell to the ground. The 
branches had been hanging 
for about three weeks and 
were very dry. '

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Pope condemns 
missile buildup 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — 
Pope John Paul on Tuesday 
condemned the reported 
buildup of sophisticated mis¬ 
siles In Europe and warned 
of the "terrible nightmare” 
of nuclear war. 

In his strongest criticism 
to date of the missiles, the 
pope said the recent decision 
"to pile up many means of 
destruction in the cradle of 
civilization has forced the 
people to look toward the 
future with anxiety.” 

“They (means of destruc¬ 
tion) could destroy the fruits 
of this rich civilization. . . 
reducing cities and villages 
to a pile of rubble,” he 
said. 

Although he did not make 
any specific reference to 
countries, Vatican sources 
said the pontiff probably re¬ 
ferred to both a reported 
Soviet missile buildup and a 
corresponding decision by 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization to go ahead 
with a modernized nuclear 
missile system In Western 
Europe. 

The pope spelled out— 


quoting unnamed scientists 
—the "immediate and terri¬ 
ble consequences” of nu¬ 
clear war which, he said, 
could wipe out 50 million to 
200 million people and cause 
genetic mutations. 

He told an audience of 20,- 
000 faithful at a New Year’s 
mass at St. Peter’s Basilica 


that “the people around the 
world must be told of the 
terrible nightmare a nuclear 
war can bring.” 

Two hundred of more than 
50.000 nuclear bombs exist¬ 
ing in the world today would 
be sufficient to destroy most 
major cities around the 
globe, he said. 


Revellers run riot

RENO, Nev. (AP) — Thousands of revellers streamed 
out of downtown casinos to celebrate New Year’s Eve, then 
ran amok for three hours early Tuesday, stoning policemen 
and smashing store windows. Police used tear gas to 
disperse the mob and detained 100 people. 

One man was seriously injured as the mob rampaged 
through several blocks around the downtown's glittering 
casinos early Tuesday. 

“They just went crazy,” said Dennis Mack, manager of a 
pawn shop thal was looted of $20,000 worth of goods. “They 
were acting like animals. After they came into the store and 
took the things, they went upstairs and broke all my windows 
up there.

CHAPAIS, Que. (CP) — 
“It looked like he had been 
burned alive when he walked 
in. There was not much skin 
left on his body and his 
clothes were still on fire.” 

There was still a note of 
disbelief in the voice of hotel 
owner Bernard Coulombe as 
he described the frantic 
scene when victims suddenly 
began streaming in after a 
fire at a nearby reception 
hall that killed at least 42 
people attending a New 
Year’s Eve party. 

"When the man stumbled 
in, somebody started ripping 
away the burning clothes 
and I put out the flames with 
my hands,” said Coulombe 
in an interview. "What skin 
was left was hanging from 
his body and all his hair had 
been burned off, leaving him 
bald. 

“I asked if he could see 
and he said he could see a 
little bit. Somebody said 
later that his eyes were 
white. 

“I told everybody not to 
touch him and wrapped him 
up in a blanket, then I called 
for an ambulance.” 

Coulombe, owner of the 
Hotel du Mont Springer 
which is 100 metres from the 
scene of the fire, said the 
man—said to be in serious 
condition in hospital—was 
the husband of an employee 
at his hotel. 

"When this happened, she 
left with her husband to take 
care of him. It was only 
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
